THE TARANTULA-KILLER, 


Some Astonishing Allegations Megarding | 


the Cheerfal Mexican Wap. 


“The cheerful Mexican wasp that a 
tourist described isn’t solely a Mexican 
product,” said a New Yorker, who has 
traveled a bit hiniself. “You'll find 
that remarkable insect wherever there 
are tarantulas, for it seems to owe the 
perpetuation of its kind to the presence 
of the king of spiders. In fact, it is 
known by the name of ‘tarantula 
killer’ in Texas and other parts whore 
the big spider has its habitat 

“The most pagoacions birds of the 
air give the tarantum a wide birth and 
the fiercest beasts are contet to leave 
him unmolested. In fact, ths tarantula 
sooms to defy the entive amymal king- 
dom, with the exception of the giant 
wasp. The appearance of a bawk sail- 
ing over a barn-yard will not cause a 
more sudden or frantic seattering of a 
brood of chickens to a place of safety 
than will the approach of a tarantala- 
killer among a colony of these spiders, 
Whether the tarantulas can see their 
enemy a long way off, or whether they 
hear the hum of its wings or smell the 
dreadful insect, I don't know, but 
whenever a tarantula is jeen scamper- 
ing like mad to his den and closing its 
trap-door without delay, it le ten to 
one that @ tarantula-killer wit] be seen 
sailing along that way a few seconds 
later. 

"Itflies up leisurely, its reddish- 
brown wings spread to their full three- 
inch sweep, and contrasting strikingly 
to its dead-black legs and Tody. The 
hiding of the tarantula in his den doos 
not worry the wasp a bit. It lights at

the pen. 

“But the strange part of the quick 
knocking out of the spider by the wasp 
is that while the former will never en- 
joy the pleasures of life again, he js 
not dead. The poison the wasp in- 
yn into the tarantula does not kill 

im, but throws him into a trance from 
which he will neverawaken. The ta- 
rantula is actually embalmed alive, 
and if the subsequent processes the 
wasp has in store for him prove abor- 
tive in their working, as they some- 
times do, the tavantula will remain in 
that dead and alive condition ever 
afterward. 

“Sometimes it happens to suit the 
tarantula-killer, when it does up its 
ppiaes in the Jatter’s den to leave him 
there to carry out the rest of the 
program, and usually it drags the ta- 
rantula tosome other partofthe country 
rae a mile distant, although the 
spider is many times the wasp’s bulk 
and weight. Whenthe big wasp has 
dragged the spider to the spot it has 
selected, it punctures its victim’s body 
at the base ot one of its hind legs and 
lays an egg deep in the opening. The 
wasp then digs a hole in the ground 
and buries the tarantula. Sometimes 
it hides the spider in a cleft in the 
rocks and plasters the opening shut 
with mud. When the bh A is hatched 
inside the spider the result is a most 
voracious grub, which at once begins 
to eat its way out of its storehouse, It 
is as if the spider had been kept onice, 
nice and fresh in allits flesh and juices, 
The wasp'’s greedy larva devours 
everything to the right and left of it, 
and all that is abead of it, and when it 
emerges from the terantula’s head 
there is nothing left of the spider but 
its hideous, hairy shell. The grub 
digs itself out of the spider's grayo, 
and in time becomes itself a tarantula- 
killer and does the same act for a 
future supply of wasps that was done 
for it.

Mr. Bowell suid the Mail was completely 
astray in its premises, and consequently 
the bottom was knocked out of the com- 
The facts of the case were as fol- 
lows: In March last a seizure was made 
upon information at Mr, Eaton's estsblish- 
ment by a special officer of customs, the lat- 
ter taking a deposit of $673,69, being the 
duty paid on the value of the goods allegedto 
have been smurgled, Mr. Eaton abandoning 
all claim to the deposit over his own signa- 
ture, A report was mado by the officers of 
the department, based upon Eaton's aban- 
donment of his claim while the Minister was 
absent from the city, but, upon Mr, Bowell’s 
return to Ottawa, an appee having been 
made to him for a reconsideration, he held 
that Mr. Eaton’s petition contained suf- 
ficient reasons why the case should be rein- 
vestigated. He thereupon referred it to 
Inspector Hill, of Nova Scotia, who réport- 
ed that certain goods had been smuggled 
by Mr. Eaton to the value of $173.70. The 
Minister accordingly imposeda penalty of 
$100 on the value of the goods smuggled, 
making the total $273 70, the remainder of 
theamount deposited by Mr. Eaton at the 
outset being returned to him.

We allow candidates of tho proper age 
who fail at the non-professional oxamina 
tion for third class oertificats s, but who 
succeed in obtaining asutlicient por cunt 
age in the important subjects of spolling, 
writing, reading, arithmetic, grammar and 
compbaition, higtory, geography, book 
keeping, and literature, to attend the mod 
ol school for distriot-third class cortiticatos 
to teach certain schools placed on tho dis- 
trict list, by the board of examinors for the 
county. 

This has beon the means of giving very 
goood toachers for many schools in the poor 
er parts of Hungerford and ‘yendinaga, 
and in this way gotting rid of granting por 
mits, as formerly, to thos» who had no 
training for toaohing. It has given good 
satisfaction to trustees and ratepayors, and 
supplied them with suitable teachers at no 
greater salary than-was paid to those om- 
ployed on permils, and without any know 
ledge of teaching.

When this building iserected, 
Deseronto will have educational advantages 
second to no town or city in the Province. 
It has now a splendid Public School, with 
7 warnest and painstaking teachers, 

An impression has gone abroad in Suuth 
Hastings, at least,-that as soon as a pupil 
passes the entrance examination he must go 
to a High School, and that the teacher must 
not teach himany of the subjects of the 
Fifth Class 

During the Jast few years I have had re- 
pestedty to notify teachers and trustees that 
it was the duty of teachers to teach the sub: 
jects of the Fifth Olass as laid down on the 
vover of the Public School registers. It 
would be too bad if our public achoola were 
brought to that low standard. Paren’s in 
rural sections are not willing and, in many 
cases, are not able to send their children 
away from home, toa High School.

A very comfortable and 
commodiots schocl house was erected last 
year in S, S, No. 30, Tyendinuga ; and in 
Sections 15 avd 18, of the same township, 
Suitable buildings will be built thia yoar, 
aud possibly in Section No. 17, Tyondia- 
aga, where a more vomfortable house is vory 
much needed. 
building will take the place of the presont 
unsightly and uncomfortable structure. In 
a few othor Sections the presont buildings 
should be replacod by moro suitable and 
comfortablo ones. In Section No, 4, seo- 
ond concession of Thurlow, a vory fine and 
comfortable school house was built in 1888, 
Tho schools have been carefully and thor 
oughly inspected, sometimes too thoroughly 
to auit inefiigient and lifeless teachers, My 
exporionce has beon that oarnost and thor 
ough teachers are always anxious ty havo 
thoir pupils well tested in the different sub 
joots. LI believe that from a careful and 
thorough inspection of tho schools, nearly 
all of them are taught thoroughly and efic 
iontly in all tho important subjects, In 
some schools where the toachor lncka life 
and energy, and is deficient in other easen- 


| tial requisites, It is impossible to have good 


and satisfactory work dono, bub their 
schools are the exceptions, for when you 
have nob the choles of toachors for 100 
ochaols, ib is nob ourprising that sonto of 
them do not give satisfaction,

THE ‘WATERS OF ALASKA.” 


A Loose Term Loosely Used No Definition 
Ever Attempted, 


New Youx, July 31.—The Herald's Wash- 
ington special anya: Section 1956 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, under 
which the Black’ Diamond was seized, de- 
nounces penaltics of fine and imprisonment of 
persons and forfeiture of vessela aud cargoes 
for unauthorized sealing “within the limits of 
Alnaka Territory or the waters thereof.” 

No ‘treaty atutute, judicial decision or 
executive proclamation or communication has 
ever defined what waters are or are not 
‘waters of Alaska.”’ At the opening of every 
fishing season the Secretary of the Treasir 
sends revenue steamers to Bebring Sea, wit 
instructions té cruise therein and to enforca 
the laws probibitine unlawful fishing “within 
the limits of Alaska Territory or in the 
waters thereof.” The captain of ench reve- 
nue veasel considers this to be an order to pre- 
vent any sealing in Behring Sea south of Tins 
drawn southwesterly betweon St. Lawreuce 
Island and the adjacent Siberian capes, be- 
cause sole yours ago,upon a bypothatical case, 
the then Secretary of the Treasury express- 
ed an opiiion that the jurisdiction of 
the Umited States in Behring Sea was nt, in 
view of the treaty of cession of Alaska, con- 
fined to a marine league from shore, as in- 
timated by Secretary Boutwell, but included 
all the water on the American side of the 
boundary line drawn across the sea in the 
treaty of cession. 

There is now no raason why the British 
Government, under the impulse of the Gov- 
ernment of Canada, should nov _ insist 
that tho Department of State should 
state whether it claims that Behring 
is « closed sean or admits that it is 
an open one. In the former case Mr. 
Blaine will have to reconcile the sappar- 
ently irreconcilable by maintaining bia 
contention upon the authority af ‘Dre. 
cedent and the recognized canons of 
jnternational law, and in the  lateer 
there will be a nice Lill to pay out of the 
treasury surplus for seizures and condemna- 
tions of British vessels and cargoes upon’ the 
high seas and fine and imprisonment of 
British subjects in lawful business there.

Dr. Brown-Sequard’s discovery was first ro- 
ported I was rather dubious and inclined 
more or les# to think as others had hinted, 
that olthor the report was a French joke or 
that Dr. Brown Sequard was ‘another good 
mun gone wrong.’

Rdlieve on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
@iaitt Acts xvi, 6. 

Jails avo dark, dull, damp, loathsome 
placosuven vow; but they wore worse in 
therportolig times, I imagine today we 
are standing in the Philippian dungeon. Do 
you foel the chill? Do you not hear the 
groan of thowe inearcerated onos who for ten 
years have not seen the sunlight, aud the 
deep myh of women who romember tholr 
father’s house and mourn for thelr wasted 
estate? Listen again, It is tho cough of o 
consumptive, or the struggle of one in the 
Hightumro in a great horror. You lHaten 
again ond hear» culprit, his chains rattling 
aa he rolls over in his dreams, anil you say, 
"God pity the prisoner,’ But! thore is an- 
other sound jo that prison. It isa song of 
joy anil gladness. What a place to sing in! 
he music comes winding through the corri- 
dors of the prison, und in wll the dark warde 
the whisper {ts heard, —‘*What's that? 
What's that?” 

It is the song of Pan! and Silas, Thoy can- 
notsleep. ‘They havo boen whipped, very 
badly whipped, The long lashes on thoir 
backs are bleoding yet. They lie flaton the 
cold ground, their foet fast in wooden sock- 
ots, and of vourse they cannot sleep, But 
they can sing. Jailer, what are you doing 
with these people? Why have they been put 
in here? Oh, they have been trying to make 
the world better. 
A pit for Joseph. A lion’scave for Daniel. 
A blazing furnace for Shadrach, Clubs for 
John Wesley.. An anathema for Philip 
Molancthon, A dungeon for Paul and Silas, 
But while woare staniing in the gloom of 
the Philippian dungeon, and wo here the 
mingling voices of sob and groun and blas- 
phemy andhallelujah, suddenly an earth- 
quake! The iron Bars of the prison twist, 
the pillars crack off, the solid masonry be- 
gins to heave and all the doora swing open,

The young 
man ventured too fur out on the surf, The 
telograph hurled tho terror up to tho city. 
An earthquake struck onder the foundation 
of that beuutiful-home. | The piano closed ; 
the curtains dropped; the laughter hushed, 
Crish! go! all those domestic hopes and 
prospects and oxpeetations, So, my friends 
we have all folt the shaking down of some 
great troublo, ‘and there was atime when 
We were aa much oxcited as this man of the 
text, and we cried outas he did, ‘What 
shall ldo! Whatshall I do?’ The same 
roply that thoapostie mado to him is ap- 
propriate to us:—'' Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.”

HIS BXCELLENCY'S REPLY. _ 


The reply of the Governor-General to the 
deputation of the Equal Rights Association 
shows that His Excellency is a man who has 
the courage of his opinions, and forms a 
polite but stinging rebuke to the parties 
who have beem agitating the country on the 
subject of the Jesuits’ Estates bill. Plainly 
and firmly the representative of Her Ma- 
jesty told the petitioners that their outcry 
as to the interference of the Pope was ill- 
founded—that it was not an interference 
with the supremacy of the crown, and that 
the recognition of the moral claim advanced 
by the Jesuits was quite in accord with 
English preceden|. The requests to disal- 
low the bill or to dissolve Parliament were 
out of the question. After this severe but 
courteously worded rebuke, His Excellency 
advised the deputation, whilst praising their 
loyalty, to be moro liberal in the future— 
to try to live and let live. 

What adds greatly to the significance of 
the Governor-General’s remarks is the fact 
that he has beyond doubt counselled with 
the home Government on the question.

A. in paying off the balance of 
the mortgage on the splendid structure 
thoy have reared for a Hospital and Home 
for the Friendless, which 1s all vory well, 
but why should this be so? Is it not the 
duty of the ** City Fathers’ to provide the 
means and at once relieve the ladies of that 
debt? 1 at least think so ; and my reasons 
are that the ladies, since they took in hand 
the care of the poor of the city, have re 
lieved the Council of a great burthen. 

lf my memory serves mo right, before the 
ladies took the matter in hand, now, lL 
think, over eight years ago, the cost ot help- 
ing the poor has fallen off about one hail. 
The year before they took it it was said 
over $3,000 was paid by the Council for 
their support, and it was stated that did 
not meet the amount expended the last year 
it was under the control of the Poor and 
Sanitary Committee, Be that as it may,it 
is quite evident that a large saving has been 
effected from year to year under the man- 
agement of the ladies. Take, forinstance, 
eight years at a saving of $1,500 per year 
would be $12,000. The Oouncil voted 
$2,000 to the fund for building, which do 
duc would leave a saying to the city of 
$10,000. But supposing they only saved 
$1,000 per year, it would make for eight 
yoars $8,000, or au actual saving, after de 
ducting the $2,000, of $6,000, to say nothing 
of intorest. :

How Large Was Ancient Rome? 

After carefully examining all the data 
we have, all the statements of the various 
ancient writers who allude to it, and all the 
facts which seem to bear on the question, 
I am convinced that in estimating the 
number at 4,000,000, [ am rather under- 
Stating than overstating it. It is mfich 
more probable that it was larger than that 
it was smaller, DeQuincy also estimates 
the inhabitants of Rome at-4,000,000. I 
will only cite one fact, and then leave this 
question. The Circus Maximus was con- 
structed to hold 250,000, or, according to 
Victor, at a later period probably, 385,000 
spectators. Taking the smaller number, 
thon, it would be 1 in 16 of all the inhabi- 
tants if there were 4,000,000. But as 
one half the population was composed of 
slaves, who must be struck out of the apec- 
tators, when the circus was built there 
would be accomodation then for lin 8 of 
the total population, excluding slaves. Re- 
ducing again the number by one half by 
striking out the women, there would be 
room forlin 4, Again striking out the 
young children and the old men and the 
sick and impotent, you would have accom- 
odation for nearly the whole population. [s 
it possible to believe that the Romans con 
structed a circus to hold the entire popula 
tion of Rome capable of going into it}—for 
such must have been the case were thero 
only 4,000,000 of inhabitants. But sup- 
pose there were only 1,000,000 inhabitants, 
itis plain from the mere figures that it 
would nover havo been possible to half fil! 
the circus.—( Blackwood's Magazine. )

enlisted in the 73rd regiment of foot, and 
left Ireland to join the regiment which was 
then on service in Holland, In 1813 and 
1814 he was campaigning in Holland and 
Belgium, under Goneral Graham, afterwards 
the late Lord Lyndoch. It was in this cam- 
paign that hoe fought in the battle of Mark- 
sam and at the siege of Antwerp. Ho des 
cribes very minutely everything preceding 
aud following the victorious day at Water- 
lov. Of the battle itself he speaks in the 
following terms; 

** We arrived on the field of Waterloo at 
about two o'clock in the afternoon, aud 
were drawn up at the side of a road facing 
a rye field. Presently an aide-de camp 
rode up and gaye the order to the colonel 
of our regimont to advance. The colonel 
gave the word and we marched across the 
road and through the rye field. Here the 
first nan killed in the regiment fell, shot 
through the head. He was o handsome 
young officer, named Astraphorn, and, 
strange to say, was shot by one of his own 
company. This caused a halt of a moment's 
duration, when the colonel made brief en- 
quiry and gave the word to march. We 
then again advanced, and fighting al! the 
way were engaged generally at Hougou- 
mont, Mont St. Jean, and the farm house 
of Li Haye Sainte. The division of w) ich 
we formed part was cominanded by Sir 
Barron Orton and the brigade by Sir Volin 
Hackett, We wont through numbers of 
different mavcurres, but fought c ioefly 
formed in squares, In this position we 
withstood many terrific charges of cavaley, 
the Freuch Janoer and Cuijrassier rezimou's 
frequently coming up to the very points cf 
our bayonets, and riding round our rquares 
to find sn open spot. If they were un- 
successfulin this, aa they generally were 
with us, they would retire a distance 
and make a frightful charge at full gallop. 
It seemed as though they would ride com- 
pletely over and through us, They were 
received with a hail of bulleta from the 
inner ranks of our equares, and when they 
reached our hedges of bayonets a fearful 
havoc took place. They were, howover, un: 
able to break onr squares once during the 
engagement, bat their loss and ours was 
terrible. This kind of fighting weut on all 
day, from 2 o'clock in the afternoon when 
we went into action until the darkness 
came on. Our regiment went into the 
battle 900 strong and when at night wo 
bivouacked near the battle field, only six 
hundred angwered the roll call, the romain- 
der having been either killed or dangerous- 
ly wounded. During the engagement I 
never received a scratch, but saw hundreds 
fall around me. Almost one of the first 
casualties in our regiment, after we got into 
action, was the death of the captain of my 
company, Captain Kennedy, who had hie 
head shot to pieces by a cannon ball. I was 
in the third file at the right of the rear rank, 
and: part of the braina were scattered over 
my cap. We slept that night near the battle 
field, and in the morning its appearance 
was indescribable. It was one confused 
mass of mon and horses, dead and dying. 
lt was a heartrending sight, not easily to 
be forgotten, to see the hollows filled with 
an-inoxtricable pile of horses and ther 
riders ; a pile of dead at top, a stream cf 
blood at bottom.

FIFTEEN HUNDRED. DEAD LEFT ON 
THE FIELD, 
} Watlel Sumt and Twelve Ratire Amons 
the Blain—The Puyptinn Loss Slight- 
General Cable News, 


Camo, Aug. 3.—Gon. Grenfell engaged 
the dervishes near Toski today and com: 
pletely routed ‘thew. Wad-el-Jumi, the 
dervish loader, wan killed. The, dervish 
loss wis 1500 killed and wounded, The 
Egyptian loss was slight. 

Besides Wad-el-Jomi the, slain om the 
doryish side include twelve emirs and nearly 
All tho fighting men Fifty standards were 
captured by the Egyptians, 

General Grenfell marched out of Toski at 
5 o'clock this morning with a strong re- 
connoitering force of cavalry and cainelry 
and advanced close to the dervish camp, 
Making A feint of retreating he drew the 
whole of Wadsel-Janti’s force to a point 
within four miles of Toski. Here tho 
Egyptian infantry were held in readiness 
for an attack aud a general action was at 
once Legun. 

The dervishes made a gallant defence but 
Were driven from hil to hill 

The Egyptian cavalry mado # succession 
of oflective chatges in» which Wad-el-Jumi 
and the emirs were killed. After sevcral 
hourn of bagd fighting the dervishes were 

completely routed 

Gupboats are following the scattered rem- 
nants of the dervish forces along tho river. 

Later ‘particulars estiinate the dorvish 
dead roughly wt 1500, The dorvishes fought 
desperately; throwing themselves upon the 
advancing columns repeatedly and/refising 
quarter, 

The crisis of the battle was. reached when 
the dervislies attempted to turn the extreme 
right of the Egyptians, The steadiness of 
the troops was admirable, The cavalry here 
swept through the lines of the enemy, break- 
ing them up. ‘No prisoners are reported to 
have béoa taken. Lhe cavalry pursued the 
retreating rebels for miles. General Gren- 
fell ordered the gunboats to» pick up dugi, 
tives and wounded. 

General Grenfell in his ,official repore 
says the dervishés mado repeated and 
desperate charges on his men. They ‘were 
wis ay the infantry in-line of battle +up- 
ported by the20th Hussars and, the Kgyp- 
tian cayaley. Tlié Egyptian. horse artillery 
did oxcellent service. The dervishes num 
bered 3000 fighting men. The British troops 
willnowreturn to Cairo, _ 

The Khedive lias sent congratulations to 
General Grenfell. It has been decided that 


‘a permanent occupation of Sarras is neces- 


sary for the protection of the frontier. A 
moyement upon Dongola is deemed useless 
noless the Government assent to the view of 
the English generals that Berber should be 
held as the true key to the Soudan.

A choose factory's reputation is largely 


“determined by the quulity of its August, 


Septeinber and October output. The be- 
gluning of Anguat is ao fit time for every 
ehéese-maker who has had only partial suc- 
coss during the hot weather to redeem his 
reputation and that of his factory, A 
comparison of the prices realised for the 
summor cheese of Ontario, with the figures 
reported from the United States markets, 
showa that Canadian cheese ate in demand 
at higher rates than American cheese will 
soll for, That we have gained in reputa- 
tionand in market favor with British im- 
porters and consumers is evident. That 
this advance and advantage dre the result 
of tho applied skill of less than half of our 
cheese-makers ia well Known ‘to those who 
visit the factories and handle éheir pro- 
ducts. To reach and to speedily help those 
who work if cheese factories without any 
ambition or aspiration for improvement is 
well-nigh impracticable, 

However, we desire to make helpful in- 
formation not only attainable, but unavoid- 
able to such. $

likely to appear mouldy. 

To help the cheese-makers in manufactur- 
ing @ ‘class of goods that «may be eatisiac- 
torlly shippéd in such orders, { call atten- 
tion to some things, both outsidd and in- 
side of the factories, which need their im- 
mediate and special personal care. 

AROUND THE PREMISES. 

Insuflicient or inefficient drainage facili- 
ties, unless enlarged or remediod, will show 
their worst effects during this month. At 
the cost of only « few hours of labor and a 
few dollars of expense the immediate vi- 
cinity of every factory, can be kept free 
from the noxious odors that arise from 
stagnant} slop pools. The frequency and 
foulness of these, about the factories in some 
sections is not only a menace to the per- 
manent prosperity of our cheese manufac- 
turing industry, but a disgrace to the men 
in charge of the factories. 

At factories from which whey is drawn 
back to.the patrons’ farms in waggons, the 
leaking and spilling near the whey tank, too 
often leave its vicinity in an almost impass- 
able condition. A few loads of gravel will 
abate the nuisance and leave the place fit 
for approach during the succeeding months 
when the roads become bad. 

The shrinkage in the milk supply will 
leave a shortage in the whey tank. In 
order that the whey wiay have more feed- 
ing value, the tank should be thoroughly 
cleaned and washed at least once a week. 

At factories where hogs are fed, provision 
should be made for supplying them with 
one feed a day of some green fodder, such 
as clover, oats and vetches, oats and peas, 
or cornstalks. Salt should be fed liberally 
during this month. 

IN THE MAKING ROOM. 


This month seems the one when flies be- 
comé most numerous and troublesome. 
Some afternoon after the cheese are in the 
hoops, itwill be a good plan to close up the 
making room windows and doors, and to 
burn « small quantity of sulphur for the 
purpose of fumigating the place. If a table- 
spoonful of alcohol be mixed with the sul- 
phar, it will burn more freely. Care must 
be taken to preventthe fumes from getting 
into the curing room. ‘The tins of the milk 
vats and the insides of the sinks should also 
bo washed afterwards before they are ‘ised. 
All vats, presses and utensils should get a 
thorough quarterly cleaning up this month. 
Every cheese-maker should prosistently 
fight untidiness and filth inevery form, and 
he ought to have a woman's passion for 
cleanliness and a similar antagonism te 
dirt. 

IN THE CURING ROOM, 

There will be difficulty in curing the 
cheese made in July at a sulliciently low 
temperature. Ventilation of the room dur 
ing the early mornings a8 well as during the 
evenings and nighta will be of benefit 
Floors should be sprinkled with cold water, 
morning, noon and evening. While the 
cheese are being turned on the shelves, 
thore should bean abundant admission of 
light. Aagust is the month whon tho “' skip- 
pers” are apt to do damage. A plentiful 
shaking of fly powder in the room, before it 
is shut up for the day will destroy the cheese 
flies.

MAKING TIE CHEERS. 

When the evenings are cool and the milk 
needs ripening, don’t fail to leave it in the 
Vat until it reaches the propor state of ma- 
turity before the rennet is added. Use 
snough rennet to coagulate matare milk to 
& state fit for cutting in forty minutes when 
Dilute the extract 
to the extont of one pailful of water for 
every vatful of milk, and then mix it thor- 
oughly by vigorous, rapid stirring. 

When you are troubled with gaasy curds, 
allow a development of acid, such os will 
bo indicated by threads from the hot iron 
test 4 quarter of an inch long, before the re- 
movalof the whey. It is a good plan to 
run most of the whey off at an enrlier stage. 
and to leave only enough whey og the curd 
to permit a freo stirring of it. Alter the 
whey is drawn, air the curd thoroughly and 
make provision for keoping it warm. When 
a curd sink is used, if need be to retain the 
heat, put the curd back into the vat, but let 
the temperature bo kept above 94 degrees. 
| Frequent turning and neration will facilitate 
the development of acid, providing the tem 
| perature is maintained. After the curd cut 
| ter has been used, the curd should be stirred 
| for fifteen or twenty minutes, before the ap- 
| plication of salt. From 24 to 2? pounds of 
| salt per thousand pounds of milk should be 
added to curds that are fairly well dried by 
| the previous stirring. They should be put 
| in the hoops within twenty minutes after the 

salt has been mixed in. 

Prossure should be applied very, gradu- 
ally. The cheese should be bandaged neat- 
ly when they are turned in the hoops with- 
in two houre after they are put in the 
presses. They should again be tarned in 
the hoops sonietinie in the following morn- 
ing. Where practicable, cheeso should be 
| pressed for at loast twenty hours. 

Endeavor to get everyone who sends milk 
to your factory, or whois concerned in its 
| Management, to try to bring it to the very 
| front in point of reputation for the excellent 
| quality of its product. Work conscientious- 
| ly for that end, then talk your factory up 
always and wherever you go, and get your 
patrons to do likewise. In short, think and 
work to make your factory and its product 
| worthy of a higher reputation, especially for

A STRAIGHTFORWARD ENDORSA- 
TION OF PARLIAMENT AND 
THE GUVERNMENT. 


The Agitators Scathingly Rebuked. 


We give herewith the full text of the re- 
ply given by His Excellency the Governor- 
General to the deputation from the Equal 
Rights Association who laid before him the 
petitions from that body, forthe disallow- 
ance of the Jesuits’ Estates bill. 


The Governor-General, in reply, said :— 
It is not usual \o receive such a deputation 
as this, but, in view of the importance of 
the subject, lam willing to create a pre- 
cedent. At the same time I donot think 
it should be too often followed. . The diffi. 
culty in receiving deputations is that one 
may lay oneself open to the charge of argu- 
ing for or against the measures in which the 
deputations are interested ; but with the 
sanction of my advisers [ am disposed to let 
deputation know what has been the aspect 
of the case as it presented itself to me, 
There is no disrespect to those who have 
eo ably stated their views, if I express 
neither concurrence nor dissent, leat I 
should drift into what might be construed 
as argument, however unintentionally. 

Previously to my arrival in the country, or 
about that date, the Legislature of Quebec 
had passed tho Actin question. The his- 
tory of the Jesuit Estates is so well known 
that I need not refer to it in detail. Large 
amounts of property had Jain virtually idle, 
because when the Provincial Government 
had ondeavored to sell, protests had been 
made by the claimants, and in fact none 
would accept so doubtfula title. I cannot 
agree with the view expressed in your sec- 
ond paragraph. There were two sots of 
elaimants at least to the Jesuit Estates. It 
was necessary to arrange to whom compensa- 
tion should be paid, and to insure a division 
which would be accepted by all.

dissipating alarm. I will close by making 
on o%raest appeal—an appeal which by an 
ticipation haa already, Lam certain, found 
weight with you—and that is that in this 
question we should, as far as possible, act 
up to that which we find to be for the wel 
fare of the Dominion. During late years 
we have hoped that animosities which un- 
fortunately prevailed in former yoars had 
disappeared, and that the Dominion as a 
united country was on the path of prosper

In March of that year he 
commenced the practice of his pro- 
fession at Owen Sound, where he 
continued until appointed Judge <f 
the County Court of Grey in January, 
1865. He was also appointed local judge of 
the High Court of Justice in March, 1582 ; 


surrogate judge of the Maritime 
Court of Ontario in February, 1879. 
and revising officer of North 


Grey in October, 1885, He has been ac- 
tive in free and capitular masonry, trken 
& prominent part in promoting agricultural 
interests and has been an ardent supporter 
and patron of cricket, curling and 
the sports of flood and _ field. In 
volitics he was a Conservative. Jndge 
Macpherson married in 1875 Eliza McGill

CANADIAN BUILT CARS. 


Windom Practically Decides 
That They are Not Subject to Duty. 

Wasurtnoron, Aug. 3.—In a letter to the 
Collector of Customs at Detroit Sooretary 
Windom says: ‘ The dopartment has fully 
considered the question submitted by you 
of the dutiable or non-dutiable charactor of 
foreign built railway cars coming into the 
United States from Canada laden, or for the 
purpose of being Iaden with mails, pas. 
sengers, baggage, express matter or freight, 
The records of this department show that 
railway cara ongaged in the so-called transit 
trade partly over the territory of the United 
States and partly over the territory of 
Conada have nover boon regarded aa impor- 
tations subject to duty, but simply ns 
vehicles of transportation for conducting an 
ostablished and legalized traffic. In letters 
from this department to the President of 
the Now York Contral Railway Veb.

MRS. MAYBRICK’S STORY. 

THE BRIGONSR. READS HER STATE 
MENT IN COURT. 


At Her Husband's Request She Gove Him a 
Powder Which He Said) Was Harnitess— 
A Venrint Wrong Coufeased, 


Liverroon, Aug. 5.—At tho trial of Mra. 
Maybrick for the murder of her husband 
to-day Dr. Mackamara, ox-President of the 
College of Surgeons, certified that in his 
opinion Mr, Maybrick’s death was duc to 
gostro-encritie and not to arsenic. 

Dr. Paul, toxicological examin r fo the 
Victoria University, declared it would take 
months to eliminate arsenic from the sys- 
tem, if it wore taken over twice. He also 
thought the symptoms in the case of Mr. 
Maybrick accorded ith those of gystro- 
enoritis, 

A hairdresser said arsenic was frequently 
used by ladies to improve the complexion, 

Mr, Poole, ex-Mayor of Liverpool, testi- 
fied that in Maroh last May! rick had told 
him that he took poisonous medicines 
habitually, 

This concluded the evidence and Mrs. 
Maybrick then read her statement Sho 
explained the presence of fly paperain the 
house by saying sho had bought tiem for use 
as gosmotics. For many years she had 
useu a cosmetic prescribed by Dr. Griggs 
of Brooklyn, which contained arsenir. She 
had lost the prescription ond wishing to 
make a substitute had soaked fly papers in 
elderflower water and lavender water and 
had overed the vessol holding the mixture 
with a plate and towel to oxclude the air. 

Continuing Mrs. Maybrick said: ‘On 
the night of May 9, after the nurse in at- 
tendance upon my hasband had given him 
some meat juice, [ went and sat by his bed. 
He complained of being very sick and 
depressed and implored me to give him 
a powder. Earlier in the day he had 
made a similar request and I had 
declined to administer the powder, but 
that evening I was overwrought terribly, 


distress unner,ed me, and as he ssid the 
»owder was harmless and I could put itin his 
Food, I consented to mix it with some 
meat juice which I gave to him. After 
taking. it deceased fell asleep and appeared 
better on awaking. I was not anxious 
to odminister the powder. Afterwards 
I placed the bott’e containing ths meat 
juice on the washstand where it rem ined 
until Michael Maybrick, my brother-in-law, 
took possession of it. Theday before my 
husband died I made a full confession to him 
ofa fearful wrong I had done him and _ re- 
coived bis forgiveness.” 

This statement caused a sensation in 
count.

The bodies of several hundred dervishes and 
a large number of wounded, making a 
thousand in all, have been brought into 
Toski. Refugees are arriving ot tha town. 
The Egyptian loss in the battle was 17 
killed and 120 wounded. Three British 
soldiers were wounded.

Statue of Wallace in Ballarat, 

On May 24th a magnificent statue of Sir 
William Wallace, the great Scottish pa- 
triot, was unveiled in the Public Gardens 
Ballarat, Australia. Tho statue was a gilt 
to the city from the eatate of the late Ru:- 
sell Thompson, a native of Scotland, who 
who was long identified with the place, 
The sculptor was Mr, Percival Ball, of Mel 
bourne. Wallace is represented as stand- 
ing upon the Abbey Craig, watching for the 
precise momeut when a blast upon the horn 
hanging at his side will give the signal fur 
his forces to fall upon the English as they 
cross Stirling Bridge. The figure is of 
heroic sizo, standing over eight feet in 
height. His powerful framo is clad in a 
close-fitting suit of chain armor, which 
well displays the muscular development of 
the stalwart frame. The arms are bare to 
just above the elbow,and the large muscles 
staud out in cords through the armor, 
Both hands are grasping a representation 
of the immense sword that in Wallace's 
hands wrought such havoc among his foes 
Over the figure is a light surcoat, the lion 
of Scotland emblazoned on the breast, and 
on the head is a simple morion, so that the 
features are not hidden by a vizor. These 
are most oppressive, representing a stern 
resolye to do or die, not unmixed by 
anxiety, and full of vigilance and observa 
tion. The poae is natural and effective and 
the tout ensemble is pleasing to the eye. As 
might be imagined, the unveiling ceremon- 
ies were attended by the Scottish residents 
for a great distance around Ballarat, and 
prolonged and enthusiastic cheers greeted 
the figure when it was unveiled by Hon, J. 
Nimmo.

The Globe, after having for nearly five 
months denounced the Jesuit Estates’ Act, 
in all its parte, because, our contemporary 
alleged, it set the supremacy of the Queen 
at naught by naming the Pope as arbitrator, 
and as bad and vicious in that it recognized 
a claim without foundation in law, that was 
advanced by the Jesuits, and voted public 
money of the Province of Quebec to a soci- 
ety of the ms} objectionable character, has 
at last come to the conclusion that the pre- 
amble of the Act contains nearly all that is 
obnoxious in it. 

**Whata fall was there, my countrymen!” 
The yacillating organ is apparently prepar- 
ing for another somersault on the question; 
for after groping about in helpless imbecil- 
ity, consequent upon reading the Governor- 
General's reply to the deputation, it whin- 
ingly appeals to its friend Mercier, the au- 
thor of all the hubbub, as follows: 

It would bea very reasonable, graceful and 
magnanimous proceeding for him to repeal the 
Act, wipe out the preamble and pass the money- 
granting clauses again. 

A more absurd proposal, namely, to ac 
cept the Pope's decision, if only the name of 
his holiness be left out of the preamble of 
the bill, it would be difficult to imagine, in 

yiew of the organ’s further observation that 


Of course this would not remove some of the 
objections against the measure, but it would sat- 
iaty ths strongest and soundest of those objec- 
tions, viz., the objection that the preamble con- 
tains matter which derogates from the supremacy 
of the civil authority. 


If the measure is bad in part it is bad asa 
whole, and ought to be repealed. Acoord- 
ing to the decisions of the Government, of 
Parliament, and of the Governor-Genoral, 
the Act is constitutional and legal. There- 
fore, the Legislature of Quebec alone has 
power to repeal it. If the Globe and those 
who are acting with it, wish the repeal of 
the measure, let them petition the Legisla 
ture of Quebec, which is controlled by the 
@lobe's friends, to repeal it. 


An Irresistable Balt for Rats, 


An interesting, not to say valuable, dis- 
covery has been made by Capt. Weedin, in 
charge of the animals at the Zoo. The 
building is infested by rats, and how to get 
rid of them has long been a perplexing 
question, Traps were used, but nothing 
would tempt tho rodents to enter.

Since the oxcitoment over the Jeauite’ 
| Estates Act has arison,those who have beon 
agitating for disallowance have not hositat- 
od to brand not only the Ministora, who 
| could not seo that the power of disallow- 
| ance might properly be exorcised in this 
case, but all and sundry who agreed with 
this view, as being guided by the basost of 
motives. They have refused to concede to 
them honest difference of Opinion, but de- 
olared that one and all they were “truck 


ling to Rome,” and “pandering to the 
Oatholic vote,” while in the excitement of 
the moment it isto be feared that many 
sincere and honest mon have beon cerriod 
away into a belief in thon uncharitable do- 
nune'ations, The stand taken by his Ex- 
collency at Quobes, in avawer to the depu- 
tation, may well make people who have 
boon thus carried away pause and retloot 
whether they have not been too hasty in 
| their judgment of those who differed from 
| them. Overtainly no one can accuse a Lrit- 
ish statesman holding the high position of 
Governor General of Canada of truckling 
to ecclesiastical power, or pandering to the 
Catholio or any other vote, and when such 
& man speaks oub 40 emphatically as he did 
in declaring his opinion that there was no 
proper ground for disallowance, it will go 
tar to convince all reasonable men in the 
country that this view of the case is one that 
commends itself to impartial authorities 
| who are enabled to look at it aside from the 


| excitement of political controversy.

Assuming that Sir John Macdonald's 
treatment of the Act puts it beyond de- 
struction by process of law, the question 
arises, is there any way at all by which the 
preamble of the Act, which contains nearly 
all that is obnoxious in it, may be wiped 
out?

extraordinary response, The personal as

ofthe Jvsuit bill. The federal. ministers 
cannot, at all events, claim that the Gover- 
nor-General has no} been loyal to them 
, He has gone out of his way and incurred 
the risk of personal unpopularity in order 
to defend their public policy, when he 
might have fulfilled all that duty re 
quired of him by simply saying that he 
would. submit the petitions for disallow- 
ance to his ministers and be yuided by 
their advice. While Lord Stanley ex 
pressed an anxiety to avoid argument, 
his speech is a powerful defence 
not only of the policy of 
his ministers in refusing to recommend 
the disallowancs of the Jesuit bill, but of 
;the measure itself. His Exce!lency de- 
| fends the Jesuit bill on its own merits, and 
combats the arguments of those who wish 
| to haveit yetoed. His speech therefore is 
| likely to fall *‘like a wet blanket” upon 
| the whole anti Jesuit agitation.

Rather Significant Tactics, 

The unity between some Conservatives

A Delusive Argument, 

By a disingenous mode of calculation, 
Mr. Mowat's Toronto organ tries to prove | 
that the farm lands of Oatario would be 
advanced in value by ninety-five millions 
and odd dollars as aresult of unrestricted 
reciprocity. The argument is that tho 
value of these lands would be increased in | 
the exact ratio of the duties now levied by 
the United States upon such articlos aa they 
produce. Perhaps while the organ is on 
the subject, it would tell the farmers why 
it is that with trade between the States, 
tho value of farm lands in New York, Now 
Jersey and Connecticut have fallen in value 
of lato years, ‘There is nv doubt of the 
fact that their value has fallen; and th 
reason torit, apparent to the common obser- 
ver, is an over production of such things #8 
are consumed in the general markets. The 
Globe may not comprehend this. It may 
be at a loss to understand how it can be 
that a population of 60,000,000 can be 
over supplied. But there is the broad fag. 
that the best and most central farm lands 
of the United States have depreciated with 
in the last ten years by a third of their 
value, Very likely the organ may have 
locked up in some inner recess of its un- 
derstanding a different explanation. If so 
it would do a service and aid in the eluc 
dation of the problom, to trotitout. Itjs 
no use to promise that the,value of our 
farms can be raised by unrestricted reci- 
procity unlessit isshown that the decreased 
value of U. S. farms has been due to tome 
other cause than over-production and free 
intercourse among the States. The fre: 
advent of Canadion products to the United 
States would tend to depreciate still furth- 
erthe value of tho farm landsin the bor- 
der States. At least, the farmers ther 
think it would. That would be by the 
further cheapening of such products to the 
American consumer. It would be they 
who would get the benefit of the reduc 
tion of duties, and: not the Canadian 
farmers. How, then, could the latter 
benefit by the amount of the duties, or tr 
any additional extent whatever? To argue, 
astho Mowat organ does, that the Oana- 
dian would benefit alike, in the reductian 
of duties, by anincrease in the price of 
what he has to soll, and a reduced price of 
what he has to buy, is, as above said, moa 
disingenous. No Globe writer of sincerity 
or experience would trust fra single mo 
ment to that principle, which can only bw 
advanced in the hope of deluding the minds 
of the Canadian farmers by holding out 
falee hopes. This delusion can bo show. 
by a single test, as follows :—The Province 
of Ontario is par excellence a cattle country 
[ts possibilities as such are more promising 
than probably in any other single direc: 
tion. Our chief market for cattle and 
dairy products is Great Britain. Under 
our strict quarantine laws the price of On 
tasio Bullocks in England is, atan average, 
from ten to fifteen dollars per head more 
than that of American cattle. Unrestricted 
reciprocity would tend to place Canadiar 
and Texas cattle on the same level. Ergo, 
Canadian cattle would be depreciated at 
Liverpool, London and Giasgow by ten to 
fifteen dollara a head. That would be one 
of the first tangible results of unrestricted 
reciprocity in Oanada. —Free Press.

All the available meu in 
the city were pushed forward, and with cores 
siderable impetuosity attacked Hippolyte, The 
latter beat o hasty retreat,carcying away with 

hin eighteen of the warrixon captured during 
the Hrstofthe attack. Of these unfortunates 

eight mon were shot on reaching Hippolyte’s 

ounp, While the others lad their throated cub 
in sight of the whole body of troops All were 
executed for the amusement of the troops, 

Spies reported this act of Hippolyte’s ta 
Legitine and the lattor immediately ordured 
the prisoners on laud to be taken to the 
market place, There were eight of them in 
all, tied arm to arm and they were led strong: 
ly xuarded to the open market. Here au im: 
imeonse ceowd bad collected, which was at fever 
leat of excitement. One by one the men were 
ragged in plain view of everybody, and 
them with the utmost deliberation, their 
throats were cut like so many beasts, 
the crowd yelling vociferously as each man 
fell quivering to the ground, In the very 
iniddle of the killing, one man managed to 
yoga himself and filled the air with the moat 
piercing criea of fright, Thia pleased tho 
crowd so muoh that the gags of all the remain. 
ing prisoners were taken out, and the ories of 
agony the wretched men fairly reny the 
air, When the butchery was completed, a 
creat yell went up froin the srowd for Legi- 
time, add it was evident that the southern 
leader had gained a point in the confidence of 
his followera, 

Phe other evening a command of eighty of 
Legitime’s men attempted to go the round of 
the works, The command was surprised by 
the enemy and fired upon from alls des. The 
officerin charge was the first to fall. Tho 
command immediately attempted to sscapd 
by flight, but all were captured except two. 
These twp hid in the bush and report that 
they saw there comrades shot down in cold 
blood to a man. All of the captives begged 
for mercy and hurrahed for Hippolyte, bus 
not one of them was allowed to live. It looks 
adit the war is to be one of extermination, 
for it means death to be captured by either 
party. 


FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS,

Last Winter Mr Clifford paid o visit to 
Father Damien. The Hawniian Government 
very novurally discourages the visits of 
itrangers to the leper settlement and Mr. 
Dlifford had some difficulty in obtaining per- 
qission to go. He, at last, however, obtain- 
vd permission to visit the island for a fort- 
aight and to take with lim a case of gurjun 
vil, w remedy recently discovered in India. 
This ofl is the product of the fir tree which 
trows in the Andaham Islands, of the const 
of Barmah. Sir Donald Stewart, the Goy- 
srnor of the Andaman Islands, assured Mr. 
Clifford that every case on those islands had 
vewn cured by it after some months’ treat- 
nent. Sir Donald Stewart's advantage, 
however, was that his lepers were convicts 
apon whom it was possible to enforce four 
nours of daily rubbing with the ointment. 
It is difficult to do this in Hawaii and in 
India because the lepers are too inactive and 
too apathetic to make the necessary excr- 
tion. In Molokai, however, three Francis. 
can Sisters, who take charge of the leper 
girls, are now using the oil. So late as the 
10th of last month Mr. Clifford received 
satisfactory accounts of the state of the 
lepers who had used the oil. 

MEETING THE LONELY PRIEST. 

On the 17th of last December Mr. Clifford 
tailed from Honolulu to Molokai. The surf 
was too high to land at Kalawao, and it was 
decided to put off a boat ata point about a 
nile anda half from the town. ‘‘There is 
Father Damien !’ said the purser, and Mr. 
Oliford saw, moving slong the hillside, a 
dork figare with a large straw hat. The 
jriest came down rather painfully and sat 
jear the water's side and exchanged friend- 
y signals across the waves with Mr. Clifford, 
vhosecoming he expected and with whom he 
iad corresponded. Mr. Clifford and his bag- 
rage and the gurjun oil being at last put 
in a boat, they were rowed acrossthe waves, 
ind Mr, Clifford chose a fit moment for leap- 
ng onshore. ‘*Father Damien caught me 
vy the hand,” he says, “‘and a hearty wel- 
‘ome sbone from his kindly face as he help- 
xi me up the rock. He immediately called 
ne by my name, Edward, and said it was, 
ike everything else, a ‘Providence.’” He 
sad expected the ship to stop at Kalaupapa, 
wnd had sent a brother priest there to 
neet him; but he had learned from a leper 

a young !ady—who had landed before Mr. 
Jlitford, where the ship was. 

A letter written last January by Mr. Clif- 
ord describes Father Damien’s appearance 
\t this first. meeting. He was forty-seven 
rears old, a thick set, strongly built wan, 
vith black, curly hair and short beard, turn- 
ng uray. ‘* His countenance must have been 
handéomo,” says the writer, “with a full, 
voll-curved mouth and a short, straight 
iose ; but he is now 4 good deal disfigured 
»y leprosy, though not so badly as to make 
tanything but a pleasure te look at his 
wight sensible fue. His forehead is sw8llen 
ind rigid, the eyebrows are gone, tho nose 
» somewhat suok and tho cars are greatly 
inlarged.”’ 

TUK HOKKROKS OF THE ISLAND. 

The mental and physical condition of the 
opers whon Father Damion first came among 
hom was deplorable, They were ill-clothed, 
ind lepers sulfer preatly from the cold. They

SOME FACTS ABOUT EQGS. 


Hatching Chickens by the Million in Egyp! 
Vor American Stomnachs, 

The Egyptians are, howover, far in ad 
vance of usin the science of raising chich 
ens, and the incubating establishments of 
the country hatch out eggs by the millior 
every year. Ato hatesing establishment! 
near the Pyramids the farmers trade fresh 
eggs for young chicks and the rate is tw 
eggs per chick. Another artificial egg 
hatchery turns out 500,000 little chickens 
every season and the oven crop of chicken 
in K-ypt amounts, according to figures fur 
nishel me by the Consul-General, to more 
than twenty millions of chickens a year. 

We have about two handred million dol- 
lars worth of money invested in the fowl in 
dustry in the United States, an amount « 
large that all the money_of Jay Gould could 


not equal it, and still we have to import | 


nore than sixteen million dozen of egg 
every year. If America would adopt the 
Egyptian hatching system we could sell egg: 
instead of buying them and our farmert 
might buy little chickens to rnise at ® price 
of 20 cents a dozen. More than twenty 
millions of little chickens are sold every yeat 
in this way in Egypt and there isa regular 
business in chickens just old enough to walk. 

The incubatories are rude, one-story 
buildings made of undried bricks, so ar 
ranged that the eggs are laid upon cut straw 
in racks in rooms, around the oyens, which 
are kept fired on during the hatching sea- 
son, The outside walls are very thick and 
are builtso that they retein the heat, and 
the only thermometer used is the blood of 
the boy or man who attends the fires. By 
long practice these men learn just how hot 
the ovens ought to be kept, and thoy re 
plenish the fires as the weather demands. 
A small amount of fuel is needed, and the 
temperature of the ovens is about 98 degrees 
above zero, ‘The fire is built up for eight o 
ten days liofore the eggsare putin, to thor 
oughly warm the hut, and after this time it 
does not go out during the season, which it 
from March until May. Tho eggs ore 
turned fous times a day waile batchinz. 
The whole outfit of an establishment whick 
hatches over two hundred thousand chickent 
ayear does not, I am told, cost nore thar 
$25 andone man runs the whole machine, 
keeping the fires, buying and turning the 
oggs and selling the chickens. “There are 
in this incubatory twelve compartments 
each 70 feet long, 60 tect wide and 16 feet 
high, and each of these compartments wil 
hold 7,500 egys at atime, or 90,000 eggs it 
all. It produced last year more than twc 
hundredand thirty thousand chickens and 
did the work of n ore than twenty thousand 
hens. —From a Cairo (Egypt) Letter.

The fact is that ice water,drank slowly uad 
in moderate quantities, constitutes a health- 
ful and invigorating drink. 
doubt that ice is a great sanitary agent, bur 
it is also true, that the inordinate use of ice 
wator, or its use under somo special con- 
ditions and circumstancos, is attended with 
gteat danger; so is the improper use of 
any other drink or food. The assumption 
that iced water is dangerous, and that iced 
tea, or iced coffee, or iced Jomonado ia a 
harmless substitute, is simply a delusion. 
As the source of danger feared by some is 
the degree of cold, we fail to see clearly 
how flavor modifies the effect of temper- 
ature, \There are individuals, undoubtedly, 
who-cannot drink ice waterwithoutinjury, 
und who onght never to use it, but to a 
great majority of persona it is refreshing 
and healthful.

PARCELS POS”, 


Negotiations fora Reduction In Rates Be- 
tween Canada aud the Mother Country- 


Orrawa, August 7.—It is understood 
that thePost Office Department is negotia- 
with the Imperial General Post Office with 
a view toa reductiun in the rates for the 
transmission of parcels by mail between 
Canada and the Mother Country. The rates 
per pound, or fraction of a pound, are as 
follows ; Maritime Provinces and Quebec, 
30 cents ; Ontario, 25 cents ; Manitoba and 
North-West Territories, 40 cente ; British 
Columbia, 45 cents. Another matter at 
present engaging the attention of the de- 
partment is the extension of the parcel post 
service to all the countries in the postal 
union. As enormous expense would be en- 
tailed in establishing a direct service from 
Canada with these several countries, the 
Imperial authorities have been asked to 
constitute their general postroftice at Lon- 
don as the Canadian office of exchange, and 
a favorable answer is confidently looked for, 
Should the proposal be agreed to, the rates 
of postege on the parcels would be those ia 
force between Oanada and Great Britain 
and the country of destination. The latter 
amount would be handed over to Great 
Britain when the annual settlement takes 
place. 


—At Guthrie, I. T., on Tuesday, a man 
named Stevens and George Townsley, of 
Townsley & Winters, grocers, quarrelled 
over atownlot, Townsley shot and killed 
Stevens.

When I tell you 
hat 1,000 ocres of this land have boon 
sleared, and put into lots, that 40 miles of 
itreet, have been graded, that 6 miles havo 
beon planked, that 47° miles of sidewalk 
tave been laid down, that nino miles of park 
pad have been mado and most of it gravel: 
ed, that it cost the citizens $60,000 to erect 
bridges, and that in the aggregalo some- 
thing like $300,000 has been expended in 
public improvements, including fire halls 
tnd fire enginos, eto, city hall, market site, 
public schools, sewerage, and recreation 
grounds, readers will best appreciate tho 
mergy and enterprise that gaye to it its 
being.

but lovers of the quaiul and curious. An- 
cient Bluck Hawk lias merged into mod- 
ern Toolesboro, s small village situate 
upon the plateau extending inland from 
the bluff Black Hawk itself has long 
since been forgotten by the makers of 
maps. 

A party of relic hunters, including the 
writer, suys the Cliicago Tribune, ar- 
rived one fine morning in early autuma 
in the region of mounds lying to the 
porth of Toolesboro. Those mound- 
builders were a strange race of people. 
This continent was theirs before the ad- 
vent of our modern red man, and their 
high type of civilization is a cause of 
wonderment. Their origin, their date, 
and their disappearance are explained 
only by theory nnd ¢oxjecture. Here 
onthe minjestic bluff of the Mississippi 
We are surrounded by huge unnatural 
and remarkable clevations of land, un- 
doubtedly the work of human hands, 
and of so distiuctive 4 ciaracter that not 
even the famed works at Newark or 
Circleville will excite more archmol ogic 
interest.

THE OLD FORT. 

Just in the outskirts of Toolesboro is 
the inclosure work known locally as 
“The Old Fort.” Still it does not ap- 
pear to have been erected for defensive 
purposes. ‘To class jt as a sacred inclos- 
ure would be more in harmony with the 
theories advanced by scientific men who 
have made a study of the similar earth- 
works in the Ohio Valley. As an indi- 
cation that it wae not originally design- 
ed as a fortification, we observed that 
itsplan of construction is more orna- 
mental than practical; it was built care- 
fully—not hurriedly—and without re- 

ard to strength of position; and, further, 

t is en isolated specimen of an inclosure 

earthwork. If it were designed as a 
fortitication for practical use in time of 
war there would be other fortifications 
and vestiges of war in the immediate 
neighborhood, 

The line of defense of the mound- 
builders extended from New York State 
diugonally across the country to the 
Wabasb, which conclusively proves that 
the hostilities encountered by the race 
came from the Northeast, and that there 
was no occasion fora fort in this re- 

ion. This inclosure is tha only one of 
importance west of the Mississippi, and 
probably the most unique on the conti- 
nent. It stands without a counterpart, 
while the various geometric forms, 
squares, and circles represented at New- 
ark and Circleville are commonto other 
sections of the mound region of the 
Ohio Valley. The earthen embank- 
ments are now somewhat obliterated, 
but can still be distinctly traced, the 
angles and bastions exhibiting the form 
of an octagon, the sides of which are 
curved inward, and inclosing an area of 
half a dozen acres. A Inne or passage- 
way originally extended back from the 
west side of the inclosure several hun- 
dred feet to a spring which has now 
long ceased to be in existence, though it 
is remembered by the early settlers. 
Within the inclosure great quantities of 
pottery, flint chips, arrow points, pol- 
ished stone axes and tomahawks, oc- 
casionally pipes, copper implements, and 
other articles have been picked up from 
time to time and found their way into 
collections and muscums. 

Standing upon the margin of this, the 
highest ind most precipitous of Missis- 
sip: River bluffs, are eight stalwart sen- 
tinel mounds, drawn up inline as though 
zealously guarding through the ages the 
sacred inclosure just behind. They are 
conical in shape “with « terraced sum- 
mit; their height is from twenty to thirty 
feet and their circumference from sixty 
to100 fect.

Our firat day here Was consumed in a 
genoral survey of the mound region, 
which includes, in addition to the above, 
soveral thousand burial mounds, some 
large and some’ emall, extending along 
the bluffs for miles; and one must natur 
nally conclude that this was the site of a 
densely populated moundbuilder's city, 
Early the following morning we were at

Mound No. 8 disclosed a perfect skele- 
ton within a few fect of the apex, which 
was readily identified os an intrusive 
burial, and proved to be the remains of 
arepresentative American Indian. In- 
trusive burials are not of uncommon oc- 
currence, as the Indians, feeling an in- 
nate reverence for the mounds, frequent- 
ly appropriated them for thelr own sep- 
ulcbres. .The practice confused early 
jnvestigators, but from what is now 
definitoly known of the burial habits of 
the two raves the question may be easily 
decided. 
UNEARTHING ANCIENT REMAINS. 

The Indian remains were carefully re- 
moved and the exoavating proceeded.

practice of placing the remairsin this 
position was a common though not uni- 
versal custom of the moundbuilders, 
and is oue of the points of evidence on 
which archmologists base their opinion 
regarding them as a race of sun-wor- 
shipers. From this mound was secured 
relics which wotld indicate an age 
somewhat more advanced than shown 
by Mound No. 1. The knives and hatch- 
ets were of hammered copper; some be- 
ing wrapped in acloth of coarse texture, 
though exhibiting skilled workmanship, 
which could only have been preserved 
for so many centuries by the chemical 
action of the copper with which it had 
lain in contact. Copper beads and a 
copper bracelet adorned one of the skel- 
etons. The finely carved pipes of cat- 
linite of the curved base varlety—one 
representing a bird with eyes of pearl 
and the other an animal of questionable 
description—together with other speci- 
mens of less consequence were discover- 
ed. 

During the remainder of the week 
seyeral more mounds were explored and 
numerous interesting relics of that pre- 
historic age were added to our collec- 
tion. Here it was, in this immediate 
neighborhood, that the two elephant 

ipes—now world-famous—were found, 
furnishing the strongest proof of tho 
antiquity of man on this continent. 
These pipes, carved from solid stone, 
representing the form of the elephant 
or mastodon—the only ones known— 
were both found in Louisa county, 
Iowa, ond both are now to be seen in 
the museum of the Academy of Sciences 
at Davenport. These pipes show be- 
yond a reasonable doubt thatthe mound- 
builder and the mastodon were contem- 
porancous, The genuineness has been 
called into question, to be sure, but the 
severe criticism to which they were sub- 
jected only proyes their value and im- 
portance. “Their genuineness 1s attested 
by scholarly men of the highest personal

A Toxan Sheriff Thinks Me ine Milllonatre

Lannpo, Tox., Aug. 10,—Sheriff Sanchez 
thinks that he has captured Tascott, who is 


wanted in Chicago in dofnection with the 
murder of Millionaire Snell, The arrest 
was mado night before last. About 8 


o clock that evening a young man called at 


the sheriffs house and asked for some sup 
per, which was given bin. in-the hall,

The shorifl hurriedly took the direction 
the young man we t and soon overtonk 
him, engaged in conversation with him and 
became convinced that the min cor respoud 
ed in appearance with the murder-r, of 
Banker Snell. The man was taken to the 
sheriffs office, whare a close examination 
was made, aud the » igcill was satisfied that 
ho had the right man and locked him up. 
Different names were given by the prisoner, 
but ho finally settled on that of A. Oy Del- 
phine of Concordia, Kan., where he claiins 
to have heen at work aan tireman on the 
night of the inurder of Baster Suell in Ch 
cago, He has been loafing around in Mexico 
for about two weeks, most of the time with 
railroad mon, two of whom eamo to soo. him 
this morning, and callod him ‘‘Newt,” by 
Which name alone he was known among 
them. 

There is a fao-simile of Tascott’s band- 
writing attached to the circular referred to 
consisting of four lines of a lettor, the first 
line reading, ‘'What's the use of our rush- 
ing.”” Sheriff Sanchez copied these on « 
piece of paper, with the exception that he 
wrote them, ‘What is the use,” and asked 
his prisoner to copy them. The f{ llow did 
so in a disguised hand and mechanically 
wrote the contraction ‘*What's” as it was in 
the fac-simile writing. He stated positive- 
ly that he was nover in Chicago, yet the two 
men who have been with him in NewLaredo 
aay that he frequently talked wigh them 
about Chicago, and displayed a thorough 
knowledge of that place, 

The description of the prisoner tallies

rance, for invincible ignorance will never be 
punished by God. It they are in good faith 
and lead sinless lives, they belong to the 
soul of the church, and if they die in_that 
condition they are saved ; or if having sin- 
ned they recover the grace of God, they are 
also secure of their salvation, and God will 
not take into account their errors of faith 
when they happen to be in a state of invin- 
gible ignorance, or when they are in good 
faith regarding their religion,”

(BIRD'S-EYE VIEW FROM A HOUSETOP 


ON MOUNT ZION 


Changes Tine Has Wrought Among the 


Sacred Scones oO! Seriptural Wistory The

Simallost Stores tn the World 

I write thisletter on the honsetop of a 


\bishop's residapee on the top of Mount Zion, 
inthocentre of Jerusalom, My American 
typewriter stands within thirty feet of the 
igri stsyuard Tower of David, the base of 
Which was undoubtedly built before Christ. 
At my left surrounded by the yellow stond 


lwallé of houses, is the dark-green pool which 
Hezekiah made to supply the holy city with 
water in caso bf a siege, and beyond it, ont of 
the honeycomb of buildings, shines the great 
bronze dome which stands over the spot on 
jwhich Christ waa crucified, and in which 


just now are worshipping pilgrims from 
levery querter of the Christian world. In 
feont of me, not half a wile away, on a great 
plateau covering thirty-five acres, is a big 
tower with a bullous bronze 
dome.) Itis the Mosque of Omar; and. it 
stands on the Very side of Solomon's Temple» 
while at its left is the church built on the 
Roman mosai¢ floor of the house of Pontius 
Pilate. The horizon on all sides is bounded 
by hills: Jerusalem lies in a nest in the 
mountains. This built onan irregular pla- 
tena with valleys about it and eteop bill 
riinning straight up from these to the city 
and to the higher hillyon theopposite sides. 
Around thoedge of this p!xteau rans o wall 
about thirty feet high and within thisis the 
Jertisalom ofte-day. It does not coyer, all 
told, much more than the area of a three- 
huudred-aere farm, and a good walker can 
make the circuit of its walls in an hour. 
Sitting, asT am, upon the site of King 
David's palace & see the whole city spread 
out below me. Whatacuriouscity itis! In 
; my tour of theworldI haye found no place 
no full of strange sights, of picturesyue char- 
acters and so different in every particular 
from every other pagt ofthe world. Aside 
from its wonderfully interesting historical 
associations, Jerusalem today is a city of 
itself. Forty thotsand people are pucked 
within its narrow walls and it looks more 
like a great honeycome than a city.

len). All of the water comes down in rain, 
and the trees and gardens of the town can 
be numbered on your fingers. The hills 
about the city are almost os barren as those 
of New England, and the only foliage visible 
in the dark silvery green of the olive or- 
chards on the Mount of Olives and along 
the hills between Jaffa and Bethlehem. 
The only green to be seen is an acre or Bo of 
common inside the walls of the temple 
plateau, and bere aud there a bousetop which 
by age hus gathered a coating of dirt from 
the dust of the city and on which the green 
grass has ‘sprouted. Herg and there you 
see ruined eheart, which are too dangerous 
ito be inhabited by the bees of this human 
hive and on these the moss and grass grow. 
‘There is one green bushy tree at the base of 
mount Calvary, and « solitary palm looks 
‘Oe vor the city beside the business street 
named after King David. It is not an at: 
Itractive-looking town, andits glaring cream 
‘white makes sore the cyes under the rays of 
this tropical sun. 

The walle of Jerusalem are clean and well 
ent, and they have not the dilapidated con- 
ditioh of those of the cities of China, They 
are entered by gates which are closed at 
night, and at each of these gates Mahometan 
soldiers stand and exact « tax on all of the 
[prodiice which comes into the city. The 
‘main buainess gate is that which leads out 
behind the Tower of David towards Jaffa, 
through which the Bethlehem girls bring 
thoir vegetables each morning to sell and 
through which all of the imports which 
come by sea are bronghtiu, This gate lies 
at iy foot and I can seo the curious throng 
which passes through: it day in and day out 
There ure dovkeys “od camels with great 
loads on their backs 
the thousunda and oll of the various charac- 


There are pilgrinis by 


tera which muke up this curious people 
There isa market inside the Jada gate and 
J can see it just under mo as I write, Great 
piles of oranges and lemons lie upon the flag 
sidewalk, and there are scores of women 
with baskets of 


Many of these are from Bethlehem and the

Bethlehem girls are the prottiest to seein 
Jerusalem. ‘They have straight, well-round. 
ed forms, which they clothe In a long linen 
dress of white, beautifally embroiderod in 
silk, so that a singlo Bown requires many 
months of work This dress is much like 
an American woman's nightgown withoub 


| the frill and laces Tt falls from the neck to 
the fect and is open at the front of the neck

This discovery is of the highest impor- 
tance, and it is easy to sec what practical 
benefits medical science will be enabled to 
derive from it. In the first place its use in 
alleviating diseases caused by overworking 
the brain can scarcely ho exaggcrated. Then 
again it shows the importance for men who 
have great intellectual work to do to keep 
the skin in a perfectly healthy state. 

DIPHTHERIA MICRODES, 


MM. Boux and Yersin discovered some 
time ago the diphtheria microbe. They have 
now pblished another yery important trea- 
tise on the same subject. It is now demon 
strated that diphtheria poison is ‘‘diastaye” 
—that is to say, it is a chemical fermenta- 
tion. The diphtheritic poison is extremely 
sensitive to heat, air and light, which pro* 
gressively lessen its virulence. For instance, 
the growth from a diphtheria microbe ex- 
posed two hours to a temperature of 58 
degrees centigrade can be injected into tho 
hutnon yeins without producing any eyil 


“result, 


In an alkaline solution the bacillus is 
much more dangerous than when in an acid 
solution, It ia for this reason that boria 
acid and phenic acid perceptibly retard itd 
action, We have in these discoveries of 
MM. Roux and Yersin a new road opened to 
science by which the virulence of diphthoria 
can be neutralized by light, sir and heat, 

It remains to be determined what avid is 
most efficacious aguinst this microbe, aud 
which at the same time is harmless to man, 
and also how the action of such acid can be 
best blended with that of light, oxygen and 
heat. [f earnest and enlightened medical 
men continue on the lines already commenc- 
ed it is by no means impossible that we may 
before long be in possession of a method of 
treatment from this terrible malady that 
has accomplished such painful ravages ,es- 
pecially during the past fifteen years. 

CIDER A OAUSE OF TYPHOID FEVER. 

Acphysicianof Havre, Dr. Olivier, charges 
cider with being one of the agents for the 
transmission of typhoid fever. He found 
the bacilli of that disease in the water of a 
pond into which drained the water of a farm 
where he had «a number of typhoid fever 
cases, und he discovered that the water ol 
the pond was used on the farm in the manu- 
facture of cider, This led him to investigate 
whether the fermentation of cider kill 
ed the bacilli or not or attenuated their 
vitality. The result of his experiments wad 
> convince him that the alcoholic formen- 
tation of apple juice in no way modified the 
vitality and propertioce of this bacilli. This 
fact is of much importance, for during the 
past two years typhoid fever has been pre 
valent in an epidemic torm all over Nor- 
mandy, in o population of peusunts who 
drink alrnost no water, and who make cider 
their beverage almost exclusive of all other, 
It is a very prevalent idea among these same 
peasants that ponl water is the best with 
which to make cider, ond there is hardly 
one of them who does not use that kind of 
water in preference to all others. As the 
process of fermentation doos not destroy tha 
typhoid fever gering it contains it Is easy to 
underst andl how the cider contributes to the 
propagation of the disease.

A Famous Hymn, 

How many of the myriads whoin child- 
bood have sung ‘‘There is a happy land, 
far, far away,” know anything of its writer | 
His name is Andrew Young, and he is now 
80 years of age, still mentally and physi 
cally vigorous, and retaining in all its early 
freshness his sympathy withchildren. Tho 
hymn was composed in 1838. The tune t» 
which itis married is an old Indian air 
which blended with the music of the woods 
in the primeval forest long before Sunday 
achools were thought of. Tho hymn was 
composed forthe melody. Its bright and 
strongly marked phrases struck Mr. Young's 
musical ear the first time he heard it casu 
ally played in the drawing room. He asked 
for itagainandagain. It haunted him.

In accordance with the now 
theory that plants feel and havea hoceafter, 
it may bo that the dld dragon tree is roceiv- 
ing elsewhere its moed of praise and reward 
for a long and respected life 

Though called a tree, in truth tho renown. 
¢d curiosity of Orotava was nothing of the 
tort. Te was a kind of gigéntic bloated 
deparagus, anda near blood relation to the 
fragile, delicate lilies of our gardens. But 
even Solomon at his least, glorious epoch 
would never have been jealousof this pheno- 
ino von, for the dragon trée is ab évory period 
of its growth a monstrous, ufouth thing, 
6 creepy, cvil-suggosting, ont-of-all-time 
creature, fit companion of ungainly ptero- 
dyotyls and gigantic saurians, with, some of 
which the anvient spyciuion of Orotava may 
have Dedn personally Acquainted in ite 
younger days, With ite blood-red sup ox- 
nding freely, though with curdling slowness, 
at every wound, its strange crown, of abilf, 
strong, sword like leaves at théend of overy 
octopis‘like arm, ond its scale-clud trubk, 
itis not difficult to trace the “origin of its 
name. ‘The treo which bears the golden 
apples is indigenous to the Canaries, and 
little fancy wan required with-on imaginative 
people to .tnrn; this monstrons vegetable 
growth into, the guardian dragon. Did it not 
bleed thick red blood, did it not bristle with 
bWords, ond was not its abode on those 
Islesof the Blest far beyond the gates of 
Gades, in the veritable Garden of the Hes- 
perides? The ancients alwaya spoke of,one 
Uragon guarding the golden fruit because the 
monster of Orotava was even then removed 
from all its comrades in size, bulk,and ghast- 
liness, The old Guanches yenerated the 
monster, though they were brought up 
under its shadow and’ must have been well 
aecustomed to its peculiarities. They re- 
garded it as possessed of animal life, and 
Weifled it, in its hollow trunk performing 
Druidical rites, and they used its blood-red 
gap (the Dragon's blood of commerce) for 
embalming their dead. When Alonzo de 
Lugo, the conguerer of Teneriffe, came to 
Urotaya in 1493 he spared the tree, but 
scandalized atthe profane mysteries which 
had taken place in its interior, he converted 
its hollowness into a chapel for holy mass. 
Humboldt, in 1799, gives its height os 
‘Sappearing” about fifty or sixty feet, and 
its circumference near the roots as forty- 
five feet, and the diameter of the trunk at 
ten feet from the ground “‘is still twelve 
English feet,”’ and he coniputed its age at 
10,000 years. The opening was so large 
that a table was placed in it, round which 
fourteon persons could seat themselves, and 
a staircase in the interior conducted the 
visitor up to the heightwhence the branchea 
sprang. 

Slow indeed must have been its growth, 
for 400 years after the visit of the first navi- 
gators Le Dru measured the tree most care 
fully, proving that during that long period 
the increase had only been one foot at the 
base, the other dimensions being practical+ 
ly identical. Since Humboldt’s account, 
the famous dragon treo of Orotaya was visit 
ed by nearly all the travellers, historians, 
monks, peddlers, and soldiers who had the 
mildest globe-trotting propensity. In 1819 
an arm was wrenched off in a storm, and 
about some forty years ago some unscrupu- 
lous person cut off a hugh piece of the hol- 
low trunk and presented it to the Kew 
Museum. Another storm in 1867 broke off 
the upper part, leaving the trunk alone 
standing. A traveller at that tilne says the 
ground underneath was covered with pieces 
of broken branches, some being eighteen 
feet in circumference, When the land where 
the treo was growing came into the posses- 
sion of the Iate Marquis del Sauzal he nurs’ 
ed the aged vegetable with loving care, 
filled up the gap in its trunk with masonry, 
and did all that was possible to prolong ite 
existence. Piazzi Smyth, who saw it in 
1856, measured the trunk, and found it 60 
feet high above the ground and 48} feet in 
circumference at that level, and 24 feet in 
circumference ata height of 144 feet. He 
says. ‘‘ Proudly it raises its antique arms 
above everything around. But how it is 
hampered! An indigenous wild laurel tred 
is absolutely in contact on one side, and a 
Lombardy poplar is almost touching on tha 
other, while there are such numerous peach 
trees, oleanders, and oranges between, and 
allabout that there is hardly a single point 
from which we can gota fair view.” Tho 
old troe, moderately credited with 6,000 
years of life, has gone the way of all trees, 
but most felicitonsly the Marquesa del 
Sauzal has planted on its exact site a seed- 
ling derived from its most ancient progeni- 
tor, and this younster 15 how a healthy plant 
somo four feet high, looking—in shape only 
—exactly like a fine long carrot, lightly 
stuck in the ground by its upper end, and 
surmounted by a crown of ‘swordshaped 
lounves. The visitor to Orotava still climbs 
up the steep hill above Puer to visit the 
beautiful garden of the Marquesa del Sauz- 
ale, and see the spot w here the histori: tree 
forinoly stood. This baby dragon will pro- 
bably not flower for twenty or thirty years 
yet, and it will ovuly branch after it has 
blossomed

Mojolicn bas-réliefs, omblematic of agricul:

The ceiling is exquisitely made in, keeping 
with the walls, anda fountain of niajolica 
stands at each ond of the dairy, the form 
being a thell supported by a beron and buly 
rushes. A water nymph pouring water 
from a jar, worked in statuary marble, 
forms a third fountain, and is placed at the 
aduth side of the room... The windows have 
doub'e casements, the inner being filled with 
stained glass to represent daisies and prim- 
rosus.. Supporting the roof aro six orna- 
mental pillars, on which are clusters of small 
twisted. shafts, carrying - the ornamental 
arches in vonnection with the ceiling and 
roof, all being richly decorated in color'and 
highly enamelled. 

Externally the dairy is builtin the re- 
naissance style, bearibg the legend = ‘*Erect- 
edin the 2ist year of the reign of Her Ma. 
jesty Queen Victoria.” The roof is covered | 
with alternate rows of red and blue tiles, 
surmounted by an octagonal turre® ventila- 
tor, on the sides of which are elaborate por- 
forated panels bearing the royal arms. The 
cowhouse which supplies the milk for use in 
the dairy is very handsome, and the records 
kept of the production of each animal aro, 
most complete: In every way this home 
farm deserves the name it bas so long re- 
ceived—that of ‘model.”

jcountry for the period of Grit gov- 
raked and the Natlonal Policy period 
form an interesting study. 

In 1874 the total of the forelgn trade of 
the country was 216 millions. In 1879, 
afterifivo years of Grit government, it was 
only 151 millions. Last year it approximat. 
ed 200 millions. 

In 1874 letters and postal cards mailed 
in Canada numbered 39} millions ; in 1879 
the number reached about 51 millions, but 
last year it mounted up to nearly 100 mil- 
lions. 

In 1874 the number of patents issued in 
Canada was 1218 ; in 1879 only 1137 were 
{asued ; in the threo last years the annual 
insus has exceeded 2500. 

In 1874, money in circulation in the 
cduntry, not including Dominion of Canada 
notés, amounted to 26} ‘millions, and the 
total on deposit in the chartered banks 
was 75{ millions. In 1879 tho circulation 
was only 18 millions and tho total on deposit 
was less than 714 millions, an appalling 
shrinkage during the five Grit years, Ac 
cording to last bank statement to hand 
(Jane of this year) the circulation was 31} 
millions and the total amount on deposit 
exceeded 126 millions. 

The post office savings bank was ostab- 
lished at confederation. In 1879 the num- 
ber of depositcrs did not exceed 25,000 
and the total of deposits was less than 3} 
millions, there having been no increase 
worth mentioning from 1874 to 1879, At 
the presont time tho number of depositors 
fs in tho vicinity of 100,000, and the de 
posits exceed 20 million dollars. In all 
government savings banks in 1874 the total 
on deposit was 12} millions, in 1879 15} 
millions and at the present time about 55 
millions, 

Those figures indicate some progross un- 
dor tho National Policy. We will give ono 
more test from the insurance roturns. Fire 
Insurance is a commercial necessity ; life 
insurance is more in the nature of a per* 
manent investment and is more lable to 
reduction in bad times and to increaso in 
times of prosperity.

Tho Horse Discase in Kent, 

CuaTHamM, Aug. 18.—Last fall Dr. Stein, 
V.S. of Chatham, discovered o Canndian 
bred Clydesdale stallion belonging in Tilbury, 
about twenty miles from here, that was sory- 
ing mares while suffering from discase. Other 
Veterinary surgeons weree called, who pro- 
nounced the horse free from disease and fit to 
travel. Aso result eighty horses and mares 
are now alilictel with the disease, one mare 
having since died. Stein was satisfied be was 
right and notified the Provincial Board of 
Health, which appointed a comm ssion con- 
mixting of Prof. Brvce, Secretary of the 
board, and Mr. H. Blue, depaty Minister of 
Agriculture, to act as auch. They have been 
in session several daya and have examined the 
owners of a few of tho diseased horses and 
mares. The commission has not yet finished 
taking evidence, but will certainly decide that 
the horse was diseased when traveling and 
will ask for some legislation to stop the further 
spread of it.

A Now Naval Terror. 


ENGLAND'S LATEST SUPPLY ASHIP—A QUIC K 
FIGHTER AND A FAST SAILER, 

A new acquisition to England's navy was 
Jaunched recently, and christened the 
Vulcan, She is designod as a twin sorew 
torpedo-boat ship, but is a fast protected 
cruiser, and a formidable fighting craft 
as woll, and represents an entirely novel 
typo. Tho construction of the Vulcan 
was bogun on Juno 16th, 1888. Sho is of 
6,200 tons displacemont—larger, in short, 
than any of tho largo Indian troop-shipe, 
and three times as large as many a cruiser, 
Sho is built of steel, her hull alond 
weighing 8,170 tons, and her principal 
measurements are as follows: Length, 350 
fect; beam, 68 fect; mean draught, 22 
feet. Tho vertical keol is of an unusually 
heavy and substantial character, and is 3 
feet 6 inches high, The cast-steel U- 
shaped sternpost is xtra strong, 
weighing five tons, Tho yessel is divided 
into numerous water-tight compartments, 
and is protected by a continuous steel deck 
six inches deep in the slope and 24 inches 
elsewhere. The engines are of the triple 
expansive type, and will give a collective 
indicative horse power under forced draught 
of 12,000, They will drive the ship at o 
speed of 30 knots (23 miles) and 18 knots 
(20.7 miles) atsea, There will be storage 
for 1,000 tons of coal, an amount suflicien’ 
for 8,000 miles steaming at 18 knots an 
hour. She will have a balance rudder that 
will enable the new war ship to turo a 
complete circle of not more than 400 yarda 
in diameter in little over three minutes. As 
a torpedo depot ship she will be admirably 
adapted for the work. She will be a floating 
factory, full of forges and workshops 
for the repair of torpedo boats 
and torpedoes, submarine mines and 
all the necessary gear for submarine work 
on a large scale, and she will also have up 
on her decks a small flotilla, probably eight 
in number of second-class torpedo boats of 
the largest sizs, Those sho will be able to 
hoist overboard and dispatch in all direc 
tioas at afew minutes’ notice. The Vulcan 
will also have a torpedo armament of her 
own, consisting of six launching tubes, some 
of which are to be underwater, Regarded 
more particularly as a Cruiser, she will 
poasoss qualities which will enablé her to 
rank among the most formidable nnarmored 
cruisers in the world, Sho will have wea 
pons which at close range will be capable 
of penetrating armor up to nearly sixteen 
inchesthick. The quick firing arrangement 
will be the most powerful of any ship in 
the world, I[t will enable her to discharge 
on each broad side a storm of from eighly 
to one hundred and fifty projectiles a min- 
ute ; and should sho ever be attacked by 
uaarmored cruisers or torpedo boats, she 
would be able to give them a warm recep- 
tion.—New York World.

Three Negroes Enter a Flery Farnace and 
are Seen no More. 
Brawinouam, Ala., Aug 12.—A remark 
able religious craze prevails among the ne- 
groes near Bessemer, and the country im-’ 
mediately between that place and Birming: 
ham. For some time an old negro named 
Tobias Jackson has been proclaiming him 
himself as Daniel the prophet, and doing 
all kinds of singular things, The darkies 
in this section are /gnorant and superstitious 
and Jackson's actions and the great powers 
he claims he has been invested with has 
awed the negroes. Saturday last Jackson 
persuaded three young negro men that they 
were representatives of Shadrach, Meshack 
and Abednego, the three children of faith, 
who entered the fiery furnace of Nebuchad- 
nazzar. He proclaimed that a furnace where 
iron istoelted and cast intoall kindsof form., 
was the furnace of Nebuchadnazzar, and 
that they could enter and pass through with- 
out tho smell of fire Tho threo negroes, 
calling themselves the threo children of 
Israel, under the influence of their new 
prophet, deliberately ontered the gate of 
the cupola of the furnace and rushed head- 
long before they could be stopped into the 
white hoat of the molting iron, Whon th y 
failed to come out Jackson proclaimed that 
he saw them rising in tho aie with th 
smoke of tho furnace attended by angola 
and eaid that they would revisit the earth 
again next Sunday. Tho negroes propose 
to meet at church next Sunday and pray 
awaiting tho descent of the threo children 
of Israel. The mother of one of them ssid 
when asked about the matter: “I fool jes 
as sho my boy is in Heabeu as I'd dono 
been dare and seed im. Jackson, do pros 
phet, command him to walk de fiery far- 
nace and he bliged tor bey him.”

THE VICTIM’S HISTORY, 


Origin of Terry s Uesentment Acatuste Mr, 
> Justice Pield, 

SAN Francisco, Aig, 14.—The announce- 
ment that Judge Terry had been killed 
caused extraordinary excitement here. The 
scene of the teovedy is 83 miles from this 
city. The possibility of an encounter be- 
tween Torry and Justico Field has been 
recognized ever since the imprisonment of 
Terry for contompt of court 10 months ago, 
Terry was atone time Chief Justice of tho 
Sapreme Courtof California und has always 
been a promnent figure in the political 
liistory of the state. He was married to 
Sarah Althea Hill, who claimed.to be the 
wife of Ex-Senator Sharon while prosecut- 
ing her claim against tho Sharon 
estate. Justice Field last yoor rondored 
a decision denying her claim to be 
the wife of Sharon, Mrs. Perry created 'a 
scene in court, charging Justice Field with 
being corrupt. The woman resisted a 
depaty marshal who tried tv» remove hor. 
Torry interfered, drawing « dayger. He 
was disarmed, and ‘Terry and his wife wete 
ndjudged in contempt and committed to 


i. : 

Justice Field went to Washington, ré- 
turning to this city six weeks ogo. News- 
paper articlos were printed intimating it 
would be dangerous for Justice Field and 
‘Terry to mee? personally, as it was thouglit 
the latter might insult the forme , while 
the fact was also recognised that Justice 
Field would be quick to resent an attack 
from Terry, knowing it , could only result 
fatally to one or the other in view of Terry's 
record. 

Terry was born in Kentucky in 1823. He 
served in th» Texan rmy under Sam 
Houston. He camo to California in, 1849 
wnd in)1855 was clocted Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Californias on the Nutive 
American tieket. Upon the death of 
Chief Justice Murray in 1857 Terry became 
Chief Justice. He opposed the Vigilange 
Committee of 1856 and stabbed one of the 
members whe attempted to arrest his frieud 
Maloney. ‘Terry killed Senator Broderick 
in 1859 in aduelas the result of political 
differences, . 

In the presidential contest of 1890 Judge 
Terry wasn candidate on the Democratic 
electoral ticket. The personal prejudice 
against him on account of his killing 
Broderick was still, after the lapse pf 
years, so strong that although his five col- 
aot on the ticket were elected “Judge 
Terry was defeated atl California conse- 
quently cast five votes in the electoral col- 
loge for Hancock and English and ono for 
Gartield and Arthur.

Tho Ocean Racers. 

New York, Aug. 15.—Tho steamship 
City of New York, which arrived at the 
Bar at 11.58 p.m. Aug. 14, reports 
Aaying experienced ver irty weather. 
She was obliged to slow down three or four 
‘times owing to the machinery having 
become heated, resulting in a loss of some 
ten hours time. The daily runs were : * 
Aug. 9, 408 miles ; 10, 440; 11, 452; 12, 
424: 13, 404; 14, 465; 15, 197, Total, 
2790 miles, She made the runio 6 days 
Ifhours. The steamship Teutonic, which 
arrived at the barat 12.15 a.m. on the 15th, 
reports haying had strong westerly winds 
and gales and head seas most of the 
time. On August 12 she ran at reduced 
speed for 17 hours. The daily runs were: 
Aug. 9, 394 miles; 10, 404; 11, 430; 12, 431; 
13, 440; 14, 454; 15, 227. Total, 2780 
miles, She made the runin 6 days 15 hours 
and 30 minutes. The City of Rome, which 
left Queenstown some hours earlier than tho 
other two, did not arrive uatil some hours 
later, 

The Teutonic is the largest ship afloat ; 
she measures over all 582 feet, and this is 
2 feet longer than the City of Paris or City 
of New York, 25 feet longer than the City 
of Rome and 122 feet longer than the new 
racer and record breaker, the Columbia. 
Her breadth of beam is 75 feet 6 inches and 
her depth 39 feet 4 inches, Her displace- 
ment is 10,000 tons, sixty tons leas than the 
City of New York, the beam of the latter 
ship being 4 feet more than the Teuton‘c. 
Although’at present a peaceful merchant- 
man, the new steamer carries about her 
signs of her character as a man-of-war. She 
has six guns on her gun-deck, three on 
broad side, and bow and stern chasers, and 
the stanchions and bolts for a number of 
other guns can be seen as one strolls alon 
the deck. With the speed she is expecte 
to develop and the strength of her hull, the 
Teutonic will make a formidable warship.

a birthday present for Lord Fife for the 
Inst five years, but heing"too shy to give 
them to him she looked them away very 
carefolly, and tite drawer was only 
opened and the story told when she 
know that it was all right and that the 
wish of her heart was about to, be real- 
ized, 


The bride is the second momber of the 
royal family to tempt fate by marrving 
fA commoner, or a subject of the realm, 
So farasthe other one (the Princess 
Lorne) is concerned, it must be confess- 
ed that her experiment has not been as 
complete a success in a domestic sense 
nasmight have been desired. The new 
Duchess of Fife is approaching her 23\ 
year. She is short instuture and plain 
looking. The Earl of Fife isa distnnt 
relative of the Queen, buton the wrong 
side of the blauket. His grandmother 
Was a daughter of Mrs, Jordan, the ac- 
tress, Who was the mistress of the Duke 
of Clarence, afterward King William 
LV., and was left by that large-hearted 
Sailor-King of England todie in poverty 
at St. Cloud, They bad lived together 
for twenty years. The eldest, who 
would bave been King of England had 
the union been a legal one, was made 
Eurl of Munster. The Earl of Fife is 
within a few months of his 40th year, 
and a Liberal Unionist in politics. He 
js terribly in earnest in his opposition to 
the Irish policy of Mr. Gladstone, and 
notlong ago, in a public speech, said 
that the Gladstonians should be treated 
as traitors. For five years he was a 
member of the House of Commons, and 
in 1882 was sent on a special mission to 
the King of Saxony. He is wealthy, 
owns a vastestate und a bank, is free 
from vices andsporting proclivities, and 
altogether is looked upon us an exemplary 
and model man. 

If Lord Fife bas a passion in life it is 
for deer-stalking. The forest of Mar 
Lodge, which belongs to him, has long 
been celebrated ns the finest deer forest 
in Scotland. Sportsmen who get an in- 
vitation to go up there for a week's 
shooting consider themselves lucky. 
Lord Fife is oné of the few noblemen of 
the North border who keep up some 
thing of the old highland chieftain style. 
When he goes to Mar Lodge with his 


guests he Is received by a body of kilted 
retainers, who accompany him home 
with more patriarchal splendor than is 
customary among the prosaic highland 
peers of to-day. During dinner the 
guests are compelled to listen to the hid- 
eous wheezing of the bag-pipes.

‘ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


The visit of Emperor William, of Ger- 
many, to England has had a wonderful 
effect upon public opinion in the two coun- 
tries. The young Teutonic potentate so 
conducted himself before the English peo- 
ple as to win the most fayorable comments 
from all classes, Even the Jingos, who 
longed to revenge the alleged insults offered 
the widowed Empress by her son, were so 
much mollified by the courtly and courteous 
conduct of the Emperor as to forgive, or 
forget, all their grievances, and join heart- 
ily in the plaudits that greeted his appear- 
ance. The press is almost unanimous in 
complimentary references, and the senti- 
ments thus expressed have awhkened a 
sympathetic response from German con- 
Sreres. 
_ There is every reason to believe that the 
nayal and military displays that the Em- 
peror witnessed made a deep impression on 
his mind, and appealed strongly to his 
soldierly instincts. He recognized in the 
long lines of naval batteries that steamed 
past him in majestic order the fact that 
England still ‘rules tho wave,” and that a 
nation able to muster such a fleet at home 
must bea desirable ally. His convictions 


of official organs in Germany convey the 
assurance that henceforth there will bea 
closer alliance between two powers thac 
have so much in common. This we take 
to be a good omen for the future of Europe. 
There is now a “triple alliance,” which 
holds in check the treacherous aggressive- 
ness of Russis, and the determined enmity 
of France. If England is included in this 
amity of naticns, there will be an additional 
barrier to hostile movements, and even the 
Balkan bone of contention cannot provoke

of Eogland For running the fast and 
light trafic, engines with single driving 
wheels are used, The new express ongings 
have four driving wheels, with a pair of 
loading wheels which have radical axlo 
boxes. For heavier traffic a similar typo is 
ased, which has smaller wheols. Thoro 
are about 100 passenger locomotives on the 
Wobb compound system. The freight 
locomotives are the standard English 
“gooda"’ engine. They have six driving 
wheels, all flanged and rigid, and the oylin- 
ders aro placed inside, There are several 
sizes of these. These locomotives are alao 
used for heavy passenger trainsand for 
shifting purposes. i 

The workshops of the company are situ- 
ated at Crewe, and are remarkably com- 
prehensive, as they include blast furnaces 
and steel plants. There are two Bessemer 
plants, each with two 5.ton converters. A 
20 ton Siemens-Martin furnace is in use, 
and a similar one is building. Rails, boiler- 
plate, wheel tires, etc., are all made hore. 

The Midland.—As its name indicates, 
this line runs through the midland countivs 
of England, from London, There are 
more curves and heavier grades on this 
than on the others, The nature of tho 
road has necessitated the adoption, finally, 
of the bogie trucks, The passenger car- 
riages now built, instead of being mounted 
on six whools attached to the framyu, are 
carried on two four-wheel or six-whed! 
trucks, 

The shops of this railroad are located at 
Derby, where all the building and repair 
ingis done. The engines and cars of this 
road are painted a dark red color, 

Great Western.—This line runs from 
London to Birmingham, etc., and to the 
western coast. It is peculiar, in that it 
has a broad-gauge track 7 ft. in width, ruu- 
ning from London to Plymouth. An extm 
rail is laid, like the Erie Railroad’s old 6f¢ 
gauge a ongside the rail of the standard 
gauge. Thero are but a few broad-gauye 
engines left, but there sre some seven or 
eight trains each way daily, which are very 
comfortable and run with great speed. Tho 
rails are laid on longitudina! sleepers, which 
are held together about every 8 or 10 ft, by 
cross ties, The rails used are those invent- 
ed by Brunel, and are similar to the Amer- 
ican centre-besring street-car rail. 

The broad gauge exprosa locomotives are 
those originally built by Daniel Gooch in 
1848, but they have boen entiroly rebuilt, 
although almostly exactly on the same lines, 
These engines have no domes ; the boiler 
is 45 in. diameter, and the steam pressure 
carried is 140 lbs, The cylinders are ia- 
sido. 

Standard gauge expreas trains are drawn 
by engines with single drivers, and single 
leading and trailing wheels. 

For general passenger work, there is a 
class of locomotives having four driving 
wheels, with a leading pair of wheels, and 
inside cylinders. Two classes are used for 
local passenger trains each having four 
driving wheels, inside cylinders and side 
tanks ; the first class have a pair of leading 
wheels, the second a pair of trailing wheels 
Tho locomotives on this railroad are paint- 
ed dark green. 

Great Northern.—On this road, which 
rans from London to York, and forms part 
of the sast coast route of Scotland, travel!

_ Great Eastero.—This railway's businoss 
is between Loudon and the eastern coast 
There area number of yarities of locomo 
tives on this road. Thore are some single 
driver expross locomotives, something like 
those on the Great Northern, The shops 
aro located just outside London, at Strat 
ford. They were commenced forty years 
ago, and the plant is a large one bub not 
arranged in as convenient a way as a mod 
ern one would be laid out. Tho Westiny 
house air brakes ure used on this railway, 
and in tak engines the air resoryoirs ari 
copper tubes of large diamoter, runnin, 
along under the tank on cach side. 

Caledonian.—This line ruosfrom Carlisle 
to Glasgow and Edinburgh, being part of 
tho wost coast route to Scotland. It is re 
markable that this railway uses locomotives 
almost entirely with outside cylinders 
Most of the passonger engines have four 
driving wheels with a small loading pair. 

North British.—This railway is the north- 
ero end of the east coast route to Scotland, 
and runs to Edinburgh and Glasgow. It 
has a number of eight wheel passonger 
engines with inaide cylindors which are used 
for express service. The older locomotiv« 
on this road havo no domes.

TENNYSON AND FITZGERALD. 
Old Fitz and His Friends—Tennyson,

Ornamental Military Honors. 

The fact that. to Kmperor of Germany on 
his recent visit to England conferred upon 
his august grandmother, the Queen of Eng- 
land, the title of Chief of the Firat Rogimont 
of Dragoon Guards has afforded no little 
amusement to many contemporaries, These 
complimentary titles are couferrod and ex- 
changed between the rulors of Europe as one 
would exchange visiting cards, They mean 
nothing More nor less. Aso result, the sev- 
eral mouarchs are carried on the roster roll- 
of every Kuropean army. The titular posi- 
tion of ‘chief has absolutely nothing to do 
with the actuul’ command of the re:iment, 
which is delegated toa regular officer of the 
line. It is considered of advantage to a re- 
giment to havea titular chief. As in the 
old days on the Mississippi, the person who 
was houored by having a steamboat named 
for him was expected todo tho handsome 
thing, so in this case the ‘‘ chief" must ‘‘pay 
for the whistle.” It is, of course, not always 
necessary that thisshould be attended with 
any great outlay, bat it must be done in 
some formor other, Usually the regimental 
officers are decorated, and in some instances 
tho men are not forgotten and an) givena 
dinner on each birthday of their ** chief.” 
The practical value to the person honored 
with the chieftalncy of a foreign regiment, 
if there isany, isin the fact of his right to 
Wear the uniform of his command when oc- 
easion requires. Thus the Prince of Wales, 
in making an official call upon the Emperor 
of Germany, would be costumed in the dress 
ofa German Field Marshal, and would be 
received by the Teuton monarch in an Eng- 
lish uniform—Wasbington Press,

KENTUCKY'S BOY CONVICT, 


Linnyille Combs, Who Is Only Eleven Years 
Old, Passing His Life in Prison. 


The cut here printed is a picture of 
the youngest life-convict ever confined in 
the Kentucky Penitentiary. His name 
is Linnville Combs. He came here a lit- 
tle over a year ago 
from  Breathitt 
County, on the 
charge of murder- 
ing his Mttle sister, 
an infant of about 
two years old. 
When he first en- 
tered the peniten- 
tiary he was more 
ebildish and igno- 
rant than he is at 
present, being then 
not quite eleven 
years old and 
less compactly 
built. His year’s confinement has made 
an improvement in him, both tno ‘his 
physique and mind, but his frank, boy- 
ish face and general appearance of a 
child make him, in connection with his 
horrible crime, the attraction for all vis- 
itora to the penitentiary. He had never 
heard of Gow nor had any knowledge of 
the nature of his crime, and would say 
in answer to the question as to why he 
killed his sister: ‘Well, my stepfather 
said he'd give me apnair of boots if I 
did it.’ He said in reply to further in- 
terrogator'cs. ‘“‘She was walking across 
the floor when we were alone one day 
and | hit her on the head with a piece 
of stove iron, She fell in the fire and I 
hit ber again and threw her in the 
creek.”’ 

Repeated efforts to elicit the detnils 
brought to light the ignorant innocence 
of the boy In.the subsequent discovery 
of finding the bedy. When the mother 
and the neigbhors found the baby in the 
branch, Linnyille ran to the scene and 
sald: ‘Let me fetch her out; I threw 
her in there.” He brought her to the 
shore and Sy Ah related the cir- 
cumstances of the murder, upon which 
he was placed under arrest and on his 
own confession givena life sentence. 
As there was no testimony to corrobor- 
ate the instigation of the crime by any 
ene, of course it would have been im- 
possible to convict the stepfather. It is 
unfortunate, however, that such a child- 
ish convigt should be compelled for 
want of a Btate reformatory institution 
to dwell for life among the old and 
hardened criminals of the State peniten- 
tlary.—Louterille Courter-Journal,

ANEAD IN AGRICULTURE. 


STATISTICS OF ONTARIO CROPS AND 
CEREAL ACREAGE. 


Over Among All the Proviness aud States 
ofthe Continent She Stands the First— 


The Weather Records, 


Parts [., U1. and ILL. of the seventh annual 
report of tho Buroau of Industries contain 
the agricnitural statistics of the Province 
for the yoar 1888. The first partdeals with 
the weathor and the crops, giving records of 
temperature, sunshine and rainfall, and 
tables of the area of produce of crops; the 
accond part with live stock, the dairy and 
Spiary industries ; and the third part with 
values, rents and farm wages. The tables 
relating to these various subjects are shown 
by counties and groups of counties, and 
comparison is made with the statistics of 
previous years from which we are enabled 
to see what changes aro taking place in the 
Broatindustry of the country, and how in 
the reaults one year’s labors stand with an- 
other, 

The weather records, in which an ob- 
servant mon may read the record of the 
cfdps, show that the growing séason of Inst 
year did not differ very materially from tho 
avérnge soven years. Thus, for tho six 
nionths, April to September, both included, 
the temperature at ten principal stations vari- 
ed leas than] from the averageof seven years, 
being for the whole Province 57° in 1888, 
against 57.3° for 1882-8. The rainfall shows 
@greator divorsity for the same period, being 
13.02 inches in 1888 against 15.83 inches for 
1882-8, the monthis of May and July being 
loss than the average by an inch each.

Is Ice Water n Healthy Drink? 


In the opinion of the editor of the Sani- 
tary Volunteer, the official organ of the New 
Hampshire Board of Health, there is a great 
dealof sentiment and many opinions re- 
garding the use of ice water that vanish 
when the light of reason and experience is 
turned uponthem. The fact is that ice 
water, drank slowly and in moderate quan- 
tities, constitutes ao healthful und inyigor- 
ating drink. There is no doubt that ice is 
a great sanitary agent, and every family 
ought to be provided with it during tho 
warmer months of the year. It is true 
that the inordinate use of ice water, or its 
nao under some special conditions and cir- 
cumstances, is attended with great danger; 
so is the improper use of any other drink or 
food. The assumption that iced water is 
dangerous, and that iced tea, or iced coflee, 
or iced lemonade is ao harmless substitute, is 
simply a delusion. As the source of danger 
feared by some is the degree of cold, we 
fail to see clearly how flavor modifies the 
effect of temperature. Thére are individu- 
als, undoubtedly, who cannot drink ice 
waterwithout injury, and who ought never 
to use it, but to a great majority of persons 
it is refreshing ond healthful. Its use, 
temperate and discreet, is in no way to be 
condemned, which cannot be said of some of 


its substitutes.

haron’s case, in brief, was this: That he 
met the woman, Was smitten with her charus, 
made her his mistress, finally tired of her and 
paid her $7500 asm quit claim.

The litigation lasted five years. ‘Lhe State 
Courts found in ber favor, but when the case 
was transferred tothe United States Courts 
the decisions wereagainst hor.

Sharon introduced an equally miscellaneous 
lot of witnesses. Nothing more absurd was 
over revealed in a court room than the stops 
which Sarah Althea toevk to secure the love of 
her ancient Adonis. She ransacked China- 
town in San Francisco and the baunts of 
clairvoyant to secure potent charms for thus 
purpose, She wore a» pair of the Senator's 
socks and’a bit of his undershirt next hor 
akin in the hope of making him love her, and 
she capped the climax of her exploits by put- 
ting some pieces of his undergarments in a 
new-inade grave—the charm which she had 
obtained from one of her advisers. 

The weakness of her case, outside of the 
marriage contract, lay in the shabby character 
of her witnesses, A long trail of perjury was 
over most of them. Soeveralof her chief wit- 
nesses abandoned her during thé trial and 
went over.to the Sharon side. The money 
required to carry on her case was loaned by a 
wealthy old. colored. woman called ‘‘Mammy

The Use of Electricity, 


The electric light and motor business has 
all been developed since the Centennial ex- 
hibition of 1876, when the only exhibits of 
this kind were a couple of Gramme dynamos 
and afew expensive are lamps ran by clock 
work, and of no practical uso. Yet to-day, 
according to the report of the President of 
the American Electric Light Association, 
this country has $510,000,000 invested as 
capital in these industries. The ace and in- 
contescent systems of lighting appear to be 
about on a par. There are 237,017 arc 
lights in the United States, and 2,704,768 
incandescent. As one are light is the 
electrical equivalent of nine or ten incandes- 
cent lamps, the energy represented in the 
two systems is very nearly equal. The ele- 
ctrical railroad business is eyidently grow- 
ing, as the President reports 109 roads in 
operation, using 775 miles of track and 
936 motor cars; butthis is: believed to be 
only the beginning of a much greater de- 
velopment of this branch of olectrical 
work, —Philadelphia Ledger.

the moat devoted political philanthropist, 
One life is too short in which to accumulate 
too much, and death and the disintegrating 
laws of inheritance soon distribute the larg. 
eat fortunes and the largest estates. ° 
man can now tie up his land indefinitely, 
and the strongest entails can be brokon. 
The certainty that a man can enjoy the 
fruits of his labor is essontial to civilization 
and is the great’ stimulus to progress and 
industry. The inviolability of individual 
property rights is in 4 manner recognized 
by the law in making possession for cen 
yeara (without recognition of another's 
right) equivalent to a title deed ot the land 
so occupied. It has been ironically said 
that this enactment is based on the kuow- 
ledge of human rapacity and selfishness, 
whioh is supposed by some to be the incen- 
tive to all work and indeed even to all so- 
orlled benevolence, which has been defined 
as _meroly the opportunity for asserting 
‘This is mine. Igiveit! Loxvectsome- 
thing in rewurn |" It is needless to say 
that this cynical philosophy will find no 
favor with us, and yet it is also true that 
the common Jaw maxims ‘An Englishman's 


which house is his castle,” and ‘*All men are born 
fred aud (in tho sight of God) equal,”*have 


been and are continually misinterpreted 
The origin of poverty will 
have to be traced elsewhere than in the 
land systoms and tenures, and its remedy 
will have to be sought elsewhere than in 


abusing the holders of land; elsewhere 


than in the proposal to substitute the State 
#6 landlord instead of the individual ; and 
elsewhere than in the justification of the 
doctrine of communism, ‘Rob the rich to 
enrich the poor.” Odtaide the rhotorical 
lecture platform there is undoubtedly an in 
disposition to admit that the ranks of Jabor 
include those who labor with head 
us well as with hand, and tho employers of 
labor as well as the technical lsborers ; and 
thero is also a failure to rec gnizo the two 
great truths, **All are but parts of one atu- 
peondous whole,” and that mon, ** Though 
very poor, may still bo very blossed,” 

There are very few drones in our country 
—few con afford tobe drones; most of us 
ore in the true labor sense architects of our 
own fortunes, dependent upon our daily li- 
bor for our daily bread, aad many of us be- 
lieving in Herbert's maxim, ** Help thyself 
and God will help thee.” Time and indus- 
try, cotamon to all, constitute the capital of 
the laboring man, and solong as he earns 
the living which the world owes him, aud 
avoids exooss eithér in word or deed, and 
above all is true to himself and his citizen 
ship, ho will be acting up to the ideal of the 
true brotherhood of man, of which Dr, Mc 
Glynn eo eloquently spoke, and Emerson sv 
beautifully wrote : 

** And each shall care for other, 
And éach to each shall bend, 
To the poor a noble brether 
To the good an equal friend,” 

Lam well aware that what I writo is not 
in accordance with the views of those who 
labor at labor agitation, and (honestly oon 
vinced) earn thoir honest living thoreby, 
but itis a subject doaling with a problem 

f human life, and suggesting thoughts 
many-sided as human life itsolf—a thing of 
degrees, of steps onward and upward, in 
which some have attained good heights and

The Rev. T. de Witt Talmage, D.D., ot 
Brooklyn preached at Seattle W. T., yoater 
day, Aug, 18th, from the text, ‘* He shall 
spread forth his hands in the midst of them, 
as he that awimmeth spreadeth forth his 
handsto swim,” Isaiah xxv. ch., LL va. 

At this season of the year multitudes of 
people wade into ponds and Inks and rivers 
and seas, At first putting out “cautiously 
from the shore, bat having learned the 
right stroke of the arm and foot they let the 
waters roll over them, and in wild glee dive 
or float or swim. So the toxt will be yory 
suggestive: ‘He shall spread forth His 
hands in the midat of thei, ashe that awim- 
meth spreadoth forth his hands ta swim.” 

The fisherman secks out unfreqdented 
nooks. You stand all day on the bank of'a 
river in the broiling sun, and fling out, your 
line’ and catch nothing, while tho expert 
angler breaka through tho jungle and goes 
by the shadow of the solitary rock, and ina 
place whore no fisherman bas been for ten 
years throws out his line and comes home at 
night, hia face shining And his basket full. I 
do not know why we ministers of tho! gos- 
pol need always be fishing in the samo stream 
and preaching from the same toxt that othdr 
people preach from. I cafinot understanil 
the policy of the minister, who, in Black- 
friars, London, England, every week for 
thirty years preached from the epistle to the 
Hebrews. It is anoxhilaration to me when 
Icomeacrossa theme which I feel no one 
elée has troated, and my text is one of that 
kind. Thore are paths in God's word that 
are well beaten by Christian feet. Wheh 
men want to qnote scripture they quote the 
old passages that covery. one, has heard.

MRS. WHITE AND ARTHUR HICKS 
COMMITTED FOR TRIAL 


Tho Prisoners Ke. wetve the Verdict 


Oalmily, 
Tho coroner's inquest inio the causes 
whioh lod to the death of the late Jamon 


Hicks was concluded #t Toronto last night 
and resulted io Mrs. White and Arthur 
Hicks being committed for trial, 

Mrs. Norton was called, but before she 
was sworn tho Coroner read the following 
communication threatening the witness’ Jife 
if she gave evidency damaging to the de- 
fenow :—— 

Mus Norrox,—Tell one word that will 
RO canal tha Women aud to inurr iw night 
you willgeta bullet sont through your heart 
whilo you are givibg your evidencs, 

No pame was attached to the note 
Wicness swore that sho lived next 
door to Mes. White, and that the 
prisoner came to her place about six weeks 
«yo aod askecl hor if she had any rat poison, 
She said her house was fall of rats and she 
Wished to exterminate them, The witness 
| told her she had some ‘Rough on Rate,” 
aud showed her a box in which she kopt it. 
‘The box was shortly afser missed and she 
‘ itentified the one produced in court as bo- 
| longing to her, She did not give it to Mrs, 
| White, but hor lictle boy told her that Mrs, 
| White came thore one day when she (the 
| witness) was away, and took something out 
| of the pantry. 

Polly White, a 14 year old daughter of 
tho prisoner, on being aworn, stated that 
her mother did nob-go down town on Aug. 
5th, as stated by other witnosses. 

Eya Hackett and Carrie Tibbett, two lit- 
tle girls, awore that on Aug. Beh, thoy 
called at Mrs White's house and Polly co!d 
them that her mother was dowr town, 

David Hawkins, a street car driver, was 
next sworn, and teatified that on Aug. 5, 
at 11-20 a. m., Sarah White pot on to his 
carat Leigh Avenue, at the ead of the 
eastern line. Only one other person, a 
roan, was on the car at the time she oe. 
tered... The accused was attired in a pink 
and white dress, and asked to be let otf at 
Broadview avenue, 

Detective Slomin was next sworn, and 
testified at considerable length as to how he 
had been connected with the case. He had, 
in company with Dr. Annie Pickoriny, vis: 
ited the gaol, and Mrs. Pickering had iden- 
tified Mrs. Whito as the party who had pur- 
chased the rat poison at her drug store the 
day previous to the poisoning. 

‘This closed the evidenve, and at 10:45 the 
jury retired, Aftoran absency of one hour, 
they reported that they could not agreo, 
They were again locked up, and at 1:30 a. 
m, brought io the following vordict : 

Thar James Wm. Hicks, on August 7th, 
instant, at Norfolk aveoue, in this city, came 
t his ctoach by poison, to wit arsenivous avid, 
which was by stealth put into the dinner 
can of the aforesaid J. W. H oka, from which 
un the day aforesaid, and at the place afore: 
suid, he did die; and that Jas. Wm. Hicks 
was feloniously, wilfully, and with malice 
aforethought, killed and murdered on the 
day aforesaid ; and that the prisoners, Ac 
thur Hicks and Sarah White, had a guiiiy 
knowledge of the same crime, 

The trial of the two pris ners will take 
place at the October asaizes.

A TALK WITH THE MURDENIiM, 


A lady report+r of Tho New York World 
about a Lire ago was dotailed tu visit the 
condemned men. The following is from thd 
acoount of her experience in the Toombs, 
published tho following day: 

“Carolin atood before us, He is of 
medium height and gives the impression of 
having lost flesh recently, Thore is a for- 
lorn little droop to his shoulders and an 
uneertainty about the poise of his figure as 
he moves, which suggests inyalidism, but 
is duo to his long confinement. He id 
brown-haired, gray-oyed, with a mild 
countenance of distinctly German type. He 
woars closely trimmed side whiskers and a 
mustache. He wasin his shirt sleeves, as 
wore all tho prisoners, and his face was 
white as his linen. He put out his hand in 
greoting, and the quick thrillof repugnancd 
to taking it, which was, however, mastered 
in a eocond, must have been betrayed 
to his sharpened senses, for he said : 

“Iam nota murdoror, I did not strike 
the fatal blow.” 

CAROLIN TELLS HIS STORY. 

Carolin has maintained his innocence all 
along. He tells his story with no little dra- 
matic effect. He related how ten years ago 
he came from Licpsic, leaying his old mother 
with a son and daughter to comfort her 
age. “I lived here with a woman to whom 
I was not married,” he said. ‘Soon word 
came that my lrother was sick unto death} 
another let'er that he was dead; then an- 
other, and my mother entreated me to return 
to her, I mado up ny mind I would go to 
answer it. The woman would not have mo 
loave her. She became furious with jealousy 
and drank anddrank. We quarrell, come 
toblows. She tries to kill me and cannot. 
Then she crios out that I shall not go from 
her, for sho will get me into trouble on her 
account, and sho inflicted up n herself the 
fatal stroke, I wasso sure of not being 
convicted that I did not even believe it 
needful to hire a Inwyer. 1 accepted the 
oné provided by the State, Mr. Adam Suy- 
dam. He did little forme, and «nce my 
conviction has not been near me, although 
I have sent for him many times. I have 
paid him no money, and so he takes no in- 
terest. It was a mistake. I could have 
bad money, but I was so sure of being 
acquitted.

A STRAIGHT DUTT, 


Professor Tronchet, ef the SAn Fran- 
cisco Fancing Chub, who was formerly 
an instructor of fencing anid la savate in 
the French army, was seon by an Lram- 
ther reporter and consepted to give an 
exhibition with Ilenry Ansot, during 
which*iustantancous photographs were 
taken by One of the Examiner artists, 

“What boxing isto the English and 
Americans, la savate is to the Freuch,” 
ssid Professor Tronchet, ‘and every 
achoolboy practices it from morning to 
night. In all the training schools it is 
compulsery, and attached to every regi- 
mentin the French army is an instruc- 
tor, under whose direction the men are 
compelled to practice every morning. It 
is not the sport of the aristocracy—they 


* prefer fencimg—but it is very popular 


with the peqple generally. 

“Boxing iso very scientific mode of 
fighting, and quite effective as a means 
of self-defense, and at the.anme timo it 
should be termed the ‘fistic art,’ “in- 
stead of the ‘art of solf-defense,’ for it 
does not embody half the defensive pow- 
ers possessed by man. Itis very good 
forexhibition purposes, but there are 
too many limitations and restrictions at- 
tached to it for street fighting. An op- 
ponent then is acting without gard to 
rules, his only sim being to indict as 
much punishment as possible. 

“Nature has gives man hands, feet 
and head and according to the rules of 
la savate you can use any_of these as you 
choose, You are at liberty to kick, butt 
orstrike au opponent anywhere from 
the top of his head to the sole of bis 
foot, and unscientific sarateur can suc- 
cessfully defend himself against the 
combined attack of¢three or four per- 
sons.” 

In practico the hunds aro incased in 
‘rdiuary boxing gloves with long well- 
jodided gauntléts to protect the arm ina 
warding off blows, while light slippers 
With soles an inch in thickness made of

Aftor the fouche Tronchet made a left- 
hand lead for Ansot’'s face, but the lat 
ter threw up bis left elbow to catch the 
blow, at the sume the planting the toe 
of his slipper directly on the professor's 
belt, This blow is one seldom given in 
practice, as it Is very daugerous on ac- 
countofthe diflculty In gauging the 
force of the kick and the movements of 
the opponent, but it is most effective in 
a street fight.

A CITANGE OF GUARD STOPPED. 
In the next bout Ansot attempted to 
lead with bis left laud, but instead of 


couctering as a boxer would, Tronchet 
planted lis toe with the greatest pre- 
cision on his opponent's heart. 

Professor Tronchet then made another 
left-hand feint, but instead of kicking 
Ansot on the shin or swinging his right 
fist for a knockout, he swung his right 
foot directly for his opponents chin, but 
it was cleverly parried with the left 
wrist aud the professor received a kick 
on the belt, 

Immediately upon taking their posi- 
tions for the next bout Tronchet made 
a change of epard. throwing his right 
foot and hand to the front. When An- 
sot atlempted to change likewise bis for- 
ward movement was stopped by the sole 
of Tronchet's shoe being planted square- 
ly on lis throat. 

After sparring for a moment Tronchet 
sprany forward quick as a flash, and 
throwing Ansots arms aside butted him 
equi arely” in the abdomen, Ansot didn't 
buve breath enough left him to fonche, 
but he acknowledged that he had been 
touched by sitting down suddenly and 
Upon recovering himself he attempted 
to retaliate, but Tronchets right knee 
flew up and caught Anset squarely on 
the forehead. 

On taking their positions again Tron- 
¢het nimed a straight blow at his oppor- 
ents Ghia, but fell short by an inch, and 
Ansot grasped his ankle with both 
hands. {tlookedias though Tronchet 
must fall to the ground at the merey of 
his opponent, but like a fiash he turned 
and landed on his hands. Before Ansot 
could take advantage of the professor's 
pasion and kick himin the stomach, 

ronchets right leg shot out and landed 
first on his opponent’s chin and then on 
his belt. Ansot let goof the professor's 
foot. 

When En squared off again Ansot 
sprang lightly into the air, Out went 
both feet, ani biff! Dbiff! they landed, 
one on Tronchet’s stomach, the other 
squarely et\een the eyes, But not to 
be outdone tho professor felnted with 
his left han! ond sprang into the aly, at 
the sume timo Janding both heels simul 
taneously upon Ansot’s chest, 

Every blow during the whole exhibl- 
tion was delivered with the greatest pre- 
cision, and at the same time nearly every 
one was a8 light as the patof a child. 
The aceuracy in gauging the distance of 
an opponent was retnarkable even whon 
kicking backward. 

“On more than one occasion,” said 
Professor Tronchet, ‘‘I have been able 
to defend myself against great odds by 
my knowing of la savate, While passing 
through Whitechapel, London, one 
night I aod my three friends were at- 
tacked by a couple of dozen hoodlums. 
By placing our backs together we were 
able to kick them over as fast as they 
could come up, 

“Tonce saw aman attempt to shoot 
one of the best Parisian savateurs, but 
almost as soon as the pistol, was out of 
his pocket it was sent whirling in the air 
by a kick on the elbow.’

Tho inspectors are tinis trying to raiso tlio 
standing of the teachers in English, but in 
ordor to provide teachors for Whe schools they 
will doubtless be obliged In many casos to 
accept alow degree of qualification, Certafn 
it ia that many loacheors aro now teaching on 
tomporary certificates who could pass buta 
poer oxumination in Koglish, 

The commissioners found, with reforenco to 
tho eiroulnr issued by the Edueation Depart- 
-ment in Septomber, 1885, elving general direc- 
tiona for toachers of Koglish and Fronoh 
schools:

In several schools, proceed the commission- 
ors, only young childron were prosent, and 
classes wore therefore confined to pupils in the 
first render. Whenever tho toacher was at all 
proficient in speaking Koylish and when the 
school contained pupils wlio bad boon attend- 
jog somo tUme these pupils were almost 
invariably in the third or fourth class in lng- 
lish, showing that progross was being madé in 
this subject. In 17 schcols the resulta were 
very satisfactory Indoed, and in sevoral cases 
quite equal to the work done in good English 
sehools. In 21 schools fair progress was being 
made, and in 18 the pupila kuew very jittlo Eng 
lish. Tho backward condition of these last 
mentioned schools must bo attributed, we be- 
lieve, niainly to the Inability of the teachers 
to speak Knglish froely. If tiie children are to 
Jearn to spenk the Engilsh languago thoir 
tonchers must bo able tospoak it. Tliu toacher 
who finds it difficult to oxpress his thoughts in 
English, to pupile who know oven less of Eng- 
lish Ufan hiniself, naturally uses the languago 
which both he and they understand, 

At lpast 90 por cont, of the pupils.reported as 
not learning KEvelieh wore tn the fret French 
reader, or lind hoen recently promoted to the 
second class. Vory few wore-found in highor 
classes Who wero not loarning English, 

Tho eommissionera then say among other 
things: 

There oro 30 sehools in Essex, in which 
Fronch istaught, and many of thom could 
seaccely be distinguished from English schools. 
In 12 schools, English is mainly the language of 
the school: fn M, French and English are 
taugitt about equally, and in 4, French is tho 
lanvungo of theachool, thetoachingin English 
belong limited to reading and translation, Of the 
SM Fronch loachers omployod in these schools 
29 could speak English with censiderablo 
fluency. The pomaining 5 could apeak a little 
Koglish, but not énough to coablo them to give 
instruction efficiently in this language. Six 
Knuglish-spenking toachors wore employed, and 

of those ware more or leas qualified to givo 
fostruction in French 

In tho Township of Dover (Kent Co.) thoro 
ore Séchools in which nearly all the pupile are 
Fronch. Six teachors are employed, of whom 
three are English aud three are French. Io 
three schools little aleontion is givon to Fronch, 
English being the language of the schools. 

In the Towhship of ‘Tiny (Simcoe Co,) thore 
aro3 schools, in which tho maiority of tho 
pops aro Fronch, and these are taught by 

french speaking teachers. Another school, in 

which avout half the pupils are French, is 
taught by an English-speaking toacher, but a 
French assistant is usually employed. Tho 
leacher of tho Jast montioned school has a 
third-claea coertificato The French teachors 
have cortificatos granted in the Province of 
HTH sc, nud made valid by the Simcoe County 
Bonrd of Iexaininers, forthe schools in which 
they are cinployed, The Fronel touchere do 
not speak Knish with much fluency, and the 
knowledue of English possessed by Urolr pupils 
is quito ilmitnd, Some Kngtish, however, ts 
taught in all tho schools, and the pupila are 
well supplied with the Ontario Readers

Tho Actentisia’ Mecting—the Oaterto Kifle 
Mutches—a Fatal Accident | 


Tonowto, Aug. 28.—The American Asno- 
elation for the Advancement of Selence 
opened ite thirty-eighth moeting here yon 
torday Lhe proceedings were begun bya 
meeting Of the council, at which the bual- 
nos transacted was for the most part formal.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


Five Mon Instantly Killed at Elmira—Two

the gastric juice and its action are delayed.

DEATH OF JUDGE BOSWELL. 


The Eminent Jarist and Statesman Passes 
Away ata Ripe Old Age. 


Conouna, Aug. 28.—George Morss Bos- 
well, late Judgo of the United Counties of 
Northuraberland and Durham, posed awa 
peacefully to-night, in the 86th year of h 
age. 


[Goorve’ Moras Jokes Boswell, QO., late 
Judge of the. County Court of the united 
Counties of Northumberland and Dartvam, 
was born at Gosport, Eug., in June, 1804, 
His fatter, Jolin Boswell of Loudon, Enw, 
solicitor, was the younuest son of James! Bos- 
well,-an officer in the Royal Navy, whose four 
elder brothers were also officers in the same 
service, anda descendant of the Boswells of 
Balinuto, Scotland, the elder branch of the 
family of the celebrated biogra:her. Judge 
Boswell, the subject of our sketch, was edu- 
cAtéd at the Grammar School, Buntingford, 
Herts, Eng.; came to Canada in 1822; and 
was oneol the earlieat settlers in Cobourg, 
Tl was called to the bar in Michaelmas term, 
1827, and was the premier Queen's counsel in 
Quads, being the first created by commission 
in August, 1841. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the Upper Canada Assembly in 
1836, but was retarned at the first election 
after the union of Upper and Lower Caiada, 
and sat from 1841 to 1844 in the then Paelia- 
ment of Canada While im Parliament be 
took a prominent part in consticntional de- 
bate, was a staunch advocate of responsible 
governreeit, and, although ® Conservative in 
princivie, worked with the Reform party until 
constitutisnal gosernment, was conceded, 
Doriug the discussion on thia question he 
forced Mr. Draper, then attornay-general, to 
admit the principle, ‘That if the government 
cannot command the majority of the house, 
#0 that its measures way be carried ov har- 
moniously, if they do not find by the whole 
proceedings of the house that they bave the 
confidence of a majority Of its inembers, then 
that ao dissolution of the house shall follow, 
or that the governmont resign.” Before ao- 
copting a judgealip, Mr. Boswell was one, of 
the leading lawyers in Canada, and as such 
wad specially retained to defend Hunter, Mor- 
rison, Montgomery and others. who were 
tried for high treason in connection with the 
rebellion in 1837, The two former were ac- 
quitted, In 1845 he was appointed Judge of 
the County Court of the united Counties of 
Northumberland and Durhaw, and acctpted 
superannuation in 1882. In 1837 he served 
under Colonel Hiin ua brigade major with the 
volunteers in suppressing the rebellion, and 
was on the frontier at Chippawa at the time 
the rebels under Mackenzie took possession of 
Navy Island, Judge Boswell was married 
first, in 1829, to Susannah, daughter of James 
Radoliffe, by whom he had a numerous family; 
and last to Mary, daughter of the late Rev,

Stock Yards. 

Kansas City, Aug. 28.—Reliabl» news 
of the greate t importance to cattlomen 
comes from the southern line of Kansas and 
the pasture lands of the Indian territory, 
Me. William Jobnston has just returned 
from Oklahoma, who says that not only are 
the native cattle afflicted, but the through 
Texans ure’ dvitig by the hundredsin the 
pastures south of Arkansas City. The 
symptoms are exactly the same as Texas 
fever, but through Texens have never been 
known to die with the disease b fore.’ It 
has always been the na ives that suffered by 
taking the disease frou apparently healthy 
Texas cattle which passed among them. He 
Bays that cattle are being shipped from 
pastures where carcises aro lying in hunds 
reds and of the same brand as those ship- 
ped. He sys they are considered good 
enough for canners’ stock, and ovorything 
goes. A colored man living in Arkansas 
City who recently bought 130 head of good 
natives and hai them in pasture with 
through Texans has already lost over half 
of them, and the rest are dying so rapidly 
that it will only be o short timo until ho 
loses his whole herd,

obdurate. It was confidently expected that 
a settloment would be reach d yesterday, 
when the directors of the companies held a 
meeting and decided to empower the ollicersa 
of the companies to act for them, To a 
committed of these othoara the strikors 
submitted the following as their ultimatum ;

to be equal ; pay to be sixpence per hour 
and eight, ence per hour overtime, over- 
time to be reckoned from 6 p.m, to 6 a.m. 

Tho outsiders are the men not regularly 
employed, who often wait an entire FE to 
obtain perhaps an hour or two of work, for 
which thoy receive tepponce, The contract 
systom @hat the men insist the companics 
shall abandon is a system by which o 
sweateror middleman takes the contract 
for loading and wnloadi g from the com- 
panies, an his profit by keeping 

own the wages of the men. Ont of each 
shilling of froightage twopence goes to the 
companies and the contractor divides ten- 
pelice with the men whodo the work, thoir 
share generally averaging about fivepence, 
The agents of the docks’ companies at the 
meeting last night conceded everything but 
the demand of sixpence per hour, which thoy 
yofused, The men are determined not to 
givo in until they are assured of sixpence, 
and thoro the matter rests. 

The shipowners held a meeting yesterday 
aftern on to decide whether or not to 
attempt to coerce the dock companies into 
coming to a settlement, but they final y 
came toa conclu.ion that they were not 
warranted to interfere. 

Tho dockmen's strike is the greatest, in 

sint of numbers, that ever occurred, and 
fe has also been the most ably conducted. 
John Burns, the heart and soul of the 
atrike, is himself a working onginecr, Ho 
is about thirty-five years old and is a mem- 
bor of the county council for sattersea, 
where he hos o pretty little anda 
garden. Burns’ charicter is very high, and 
he has the respect of his opponents. H0 
has great physical str. nyth as well as what

One stage in tho protess of preparing the 

Dominion voters’ lists has been completed, 
remarks the Mail, and the second ianow in 
progress.
